REMARKS 


Our Annual reports in the last five years indicate an in- 
crease in calls from each preceding year, this past year being 
no exception. In 1922 the Department answered 211 calls, in 
1923 we responded to 244. The valuation of property en- 
dangered by fire was larger than last year by $54,997.29 the 
loss $80,592.46 less. The difference in the two years is attri- 
buted to the fact that with the added increase in our permanent 
personnel, has greatly aided in keeping the losses down. 

At the present time the Permanent Men receive one day 
off duty in eight. In order to improve conditions, four more 
men should be placed in the Central Fire Station which would 
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allow. one day off in six without crippling the strength of the 
permanent force. At this time we wish the Citizens to under- 
stand that these men are on duty twenty-four hours a day, and 
always respond to alarms on their days off if they are in Town. 

The Department is asking for an emergency automobile 
to be placed in the Central Station, to be used for brush, grass, 
and dump fires, and also while making repairs on the Fire Alarm 
System. It could also be used in case of emergency should any 
of the other machines be out of commission. 

If this piece is placed in commission it would be a large 
saving to the town, due to the fact that the $10,000 and $12,000 
pumping engines can be left in the station, and not be required 
to respond to alarms for brush and grass fires and all others 
of minor importance. Taking into consideration the wear and 
tear, also the chances of injury to these two pieces of apparatus 
it is felt that a cheaper and lighter machine would be far more 
economical in the end. | 

In conclusion we wish to thank the Citizens of the town 
for their kind assistance in the past.

I hereby submit my sixth annual report as Superintendent 
of Fire Alarms for the year ending December 31, 1923. 

During the year I have made the necessary changes to the 
system where it was necessary by reason of the Edison and 
Telephone Companies erecting new poles and changing locations, 
a precaution against damage from severe ice storms similiar 
to the one that occurred in 1921. The boxes changed are as 
follows: 29, 21, 61, 243, 28 and 47. All slack wire has been 
put back in place, all curves reinforced, all broken insulators 
replaced, as well as cross arms, and all keys taken out of houses — 
and placed on the pole over the box. 

Sirens have been placed on buildings at the corner of Sum- 
mer and Main Street, and at the corner of Main and West 
Central Street to be sounded on all alarms as a warning to the 
public of the approach of fire apparatus. 

In conclusion I wish to thank all those who have given me 
assistance in the past.

IN GENERAL 


The entire number of arrests in the year were 314; of these 
304 were males and 10 females; 212 were residents and 102 
were non-residents ; 296 were adults and 18 were minors.

RECOMMENDATIONS 


Automobile 


I renew my recommendations that the department should 
have an automobile for its use. 

In these times when the automobile is used so much for the 
commission of crime the availability of a machine for the use 
of the department would greatly add to its efficiency. It would 
enable a quick and prompt response to any section of the town — 
in need of police protection as well as equipping the department 
with adequate means of persuing those who attempt escape by 
use of automobile. . 

The expense now of hiring private vehicles, not always 
available when needed, is so large as to raise a question of 
whether or not it would not be for the advantage to the town 
to own its own car for the above reasons. 


Licenses for Carrying Firearms 
The licensing authorities in most cities and town charge a 
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fee for permits granted to carry firearms. I recommend that a 
fee be charged and turned into this town; first, to cover the 
amount we pay to the Commissioner of Public Safety for 
blanks, mailing, etc.; second, to lessen the number of applicants 
because of the fee attached. 

Police Regulations 


Now that our police force is subject to the rules and regu- 
lations of the Civil Service, I would suggest the preparation and 
adoption of additional rules and regulations as provided in the 
Town By-Laws. Among those rules and regulations should be 
one providing for a head of the department, determining his 
authority and duties together with hours of labor, duties and 
- routes of the other members of the department; all which would 
tend to make for a more efficient and commendable police 
service. 


Reserve Officers 


Under Civil Service rules we should maintain a list of re- 
serve officers which we lack at the present time. I feel that if 
the town were to pay the standard salaries that prevail through- 
out the State it would be an inducement for men to take the 
examination for appointment and would be only just to the 
present force who have maintained law and order although we 
have few in number and poorly equipped. 


Additional Officers 


Comparing our police force with those maintained by other 
towns and cities of the county, ours is the smaliest according to 
population. We have less than one policeman for each 1,500 
of the population. 

The average throughout the country is one for each 1,000 
and in the large cities is one for every 600 people. Citizens. ex- 
pect service and protection and should have it. I recommend, 
therefore, that at least two patrolmen be added to the force. 


REMARKS 


The great problem that confronts our department is the 
regulation of traffic. With the small force we have at present 
it is not practical to have any additional service of the kind. A 
motorcycle and an additional officer to man it would be a-valu- 
able asset to the department. 

In conclusion I wish to thank all the officials and citizens 
who have given me their support in the performance of my 
duty. ;

A vast number of trees are in bad need of repairs on 
account of the ice storm but not having any more to do with 
than we had under normal conditions not a great amount of 
progress could be made as it is slow work.

Quite a number of trees died the past year and had to be 
removed. Several large trees were killed by gas leaks for which 
the Gas Company reimbursed the town for the expense of their 
removal and also paid for young trees replaced for those that 
died last year. The Elm Beetle as usual was prevalent in some 
places especially in South Natick. By lack of power we were 
unable to reach the tops of some of the higher trees with spray 
and they got quite a little eaten. Number of requests for street 
trees to be planted are made. Lots of the streets should have 
them but we do not have enough money to take proper care of 
the trees we have. We put out a few each year but the number 
must of a necessity be limited.

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Report of Gypsy and Brown-Tail Moths 
FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1923 


The conditions of the Gypsy Moth are much the same as 
last year but careful suppression work must be carried on if 
we don’t want our trees stripped and the insects crawling over 
everything in a year or two. If the work is neglected until 
great damage results, the expense and loss will be much more 
than if it is carried on continuously and effectively. 

The Brown Tail Moth nests were fewer in number owing 
to the campaign we have carried on against them. 

For all years previous the citizens of the town have been 
privileged to have spraying done by the town at cost. The 
past year I had to refuse more than thirty applications on 
account of insufficient funds to carry on the work. For the 
many citizens who do not understand this though they pay 
for the work and it does not go on the tax bill, this money - 
reverts back to the town and not to the department. We can do 
only the amount of work that the appropriation will allow. If 
more of this work could be done it would greatly aid us on our 
public trees.

The Board organized March 6, 1923, with Dr. D. F. Cum- 
mings, Chairman; T. F. Morris, Secretary and F. G. Bailey, 
Agent. 

The Board held its meetings every Thursday night at 
eight o’clock, at Room 25, Clark’s Block. 

C. K. Barker and Wm. Todd were re-appointed Plumbing 
Inspectors. 

Dr. T. A. Doyle was appointed Diary and Milk Inspector 
also Meat Inspector. 

Wm. H. Kane was appointed burial officer for dead animals. 

The garbage contract was awarded to Thomas Lydon. 

The Board had the largest number of contagious diseases 
in its history owing to the epidemic of Scarlet Fever. This has, 
of course, increased the expenditures beyond all previous years. 
In spite of the combined efforts of the Local and State Boards 
no known source could be found. Fortunately the cases, with 
few exceptions, were very mild only one death resulting there- 
from. The large amount expended for contagious work neces- 
sitated a call for emergency appropriations twice during the 
year, and to cover any possible repetition the Board has deemed 
it advisable to ask for a large appropriation for the ensuing year. 

The collection of garbage has also added to the increase in. 
expenditures during the past year and will be for 1924 as South 
Natick is now included in the collection zone. The Board re- 
grets that it was not able to make any provision for such collec- 
tion during the past year.

A spring and fall inspection of all dairies supplying milk 
to the Town was made, also during the year. A number of 
dairies were inspected several times either on complaint or when 
the Board had reason to suspect that the milk supply was not 
being properly handled. 
During the past year we have had many changes in the 
personnel of the milk producers and dealers. Several routes 
have changed hands, a few of our old and well equipped dairies 
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have either gone out of business or reduced their herds and in 
a few cases are sending their product elsewhere. 

The demand for milk each year is greater and the supply in 
our immediate vicinity is growing less each year, so that a great 
amount of milk and cream used in Natick daily comes from a 
greater distance. 

At the present time we are receiving daily about seventy- 
five cans of milk from Vermont and several gallons of cream 
from Maine. . 

All complaints were investigated and when conditions war- 
ranted changes were made.

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Report of the Overseers of the Poor 


The Overseers of the Poor herewith respectfully submit 
their annual report for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1923. 

The year’s work has been carried on in about the usual 
custom, some cases very trying; others run more smoothly. 

The increase in rentals and the sales of real estate during 
the year caused much inconvenience for some of our families, 
which added much to the cost of this department. There is a 
lack of suitable tenements, rents are high, as a consequence, 
this department has been obliged to assume the expense for 
rent in order to provide shelter for our families. 

Everything at the Town Home is looked after by our effi- 
cient warden and matron and the institution is run on a most 
thorough and economical basis; and still the inmates are made 
most comfortable and are cared for as members of a home 
rather than an institution. 

It has been eight years since the buildings at the Home 
were painted, and unless they are attended to this year the ex- 
pense will be greater as time goes on. 

There have been three expensive cases where the families 
were large and the husbands unable to work. 

There were fourteen cases at the Leonard Morse hospital 
that were considered doubtful as to pay and was referred to 
this board to determine the place liable for support. 

The office for dispensing public aid was first given the name 
of Overseers of the Poor in England in 1575. When it be- 
came necessary for the Colonies in this country to have relief 
officers the name Overseers of the Poor was adopted. This 
name seems harsh and out of sympathy with those who should 
have kind and encouraging treatment. ‘The legislature of 1923 
enacted Chapter 26 which provides that the office of Overseer 
of the Poor may be changed to that of Board of Public Welfare 
by the acceptance of a city or town. We ask that the town 
accept the above referred to Chapter. 

We wish to thank, publicly and heartily all those who in 
any way contributed to the comfort and enjoyment of the in- 
mates of the home and those outside.

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Report of Town Physician 


To the Overseers of the Poor: 


Conditions among the poor have been better than some 
years, as there has been no serious epidemic in town. 

Our town farm is well kept by Mr. and Mrs. Carroll. It is 
always clean in spite of the difficulties of dealing with those 
who can not always care for themselves. As I predicted in my 
first report the inmates are getting less each year, as the most of 
them have reached extreme age. 

We have now ten inmates, eight men and two women. The 
youngest is 62 years of age and the oldest 82. Average age 1s 
74 years. There has been one death this year at the Home. 
Cause of death, cerebral hemorrhage. 

I have made 22 calls at my office and 107 at the homes of 
the patients. I have answered 14 calls at the Home. I have at- 
tended two maternity cases. 

I have also made 138 calls at the hospital on town cases dur- 
ing my service there. The other members of the hospital staff 
have made 192 calls during the time of their services on town 
cases. 

Thirty-five weeks’ board and care have been furnished 
town cases by the hospital during 1923. I am giving these facts 
because I have heard it said that the hospital never has any free 
cases. When the hospital opened an arrangement was made 
with six physicians to care for the ward service free. This has 
been done ever since. All of these cases otherwise would have 
been cared for either at the expense of the people themselves or 
the town.

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Report---Committee on Re-classification 
of Town for Fire Insurance Rates 


In the warrant for the annual meeting for 1923 was the 
following article which was adopted by the Town :— 
Article 59. To see if the Town will vote to :— 


(a) Instruct the Selectmen to request the New England 
Insurance Exchange to submit a list of suggestions 
pertaining to the fire fighting facilities of the Town, 
which, when completed, will allow the Town being 
graded in Class 4 instead of Class 5 as at present. 


(b) Appoint a Committee to consider these suggestions, 
ascertain the probable cost and report at a special Town 
Meeting or not later than the annual Town Meeting in 
1924. 

Under Section (b) of this Article, a Committee consisting 
of Messrs. John M. McCarthy, Chairman, C. E. Tobey and 
Ralph Sweetland were appointed. Mr. Tobey is no longer a 
resident of Natick and has not acted as a member of this Com- 
mittee. ‘he Selectmen requested the New England Insurance 
Exchange to make an examination of the Town and submit 
recommendations. Engineers from the Exchange inspected the 
fire fighting facilities and submitted a list of recommendations. 

It is to be understood that Fire Insurance Rates for Natick 


as well as for other sections of Massachusetts outside of Bos- | 


ton are estimated by the use of a schedule, known as the Analy- 
tic System for the Measurement of the Relative Fire Hazard, 
which is designed to rate all property except dwellings and a 
few other classes. In this schedule the charges for deficiencies 
of construction, occupancy, internal protection and exposures 
are percentages of basis rates. The basis rates are determined 
from a table depending upon the classification of the fire fight- 
ing facilities of a city or town. As the fire fighting facilities 
improve the Class of the Town is raised, the basis rates are re- 
duced and as the charges are percentages of these basis rates, 
the final fire insurance rates for a property located in a first 
class town will be lower than that of a similarly constructed and 
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exposed property located in a second class town; and a risk in 
a third class town will rate less than a similar risk in a fourth 
class town. 

The grade of a city or town is determined by a table de- 
signed by the National Board of Fire Underwriters where a 
perfect city or town is one credited with 5,000 points. If a 
town has not exceeding 500 points deficiency, it will grade in 
Class 1, if over 500 but not exceeding 1,000, it will grade in 
Class 2 and so on until the tenth class town will be one having 
in excess of 4,500 points deficiency, or, a town without any 
public protection whatsoever. Natick under the application of 
this classification schedule has 2,164 points deficiency, grades in 
Class 5 and must improve by 164 points in order to grade in 
Class 4. The recommendations made will if completed, be 
more than sufficient to remove this 164 points deficiency and 
allow the Town being graded in this higher class. 

The examination of the Town has already resulted in a 
decrease in insurance rates so far as dwellings are concerned, 
Natick now grading in Class B, for dwellings, the reduction 
from the previous rates being approximately 10%. As an 
illustration of how the rates have been reduced, consider a frame 
dwelling occupied for not over two families having no tile or 
metal chimneys located within 500 feet of a public hydrant and 
without exposures other than dwellings and private stables. 
Under the former classification for dwellings, the rates were :—

The carrying out of the following recommendations will 
permit a grading of 4th class for all specifically rated property 
under the Analytic System of Schedule Rating.

1. That a fire alarm tapper be installed at the pumping 
station and residence of the engineer.

(a) That five additional gate valves on mains in the 
principal mercantile district, as shown on accompanying plan, 
be installed so that no single case of accident, breakage or repair 
to the pipe system will necessitate shutting off from service a 
length of pipe greater than the side of a single block or a maxi- 
mum of 500 feet. 

(b) That all gate valves be inspected at least once a year, 
proper records being kept on file of all such inspections. 

5. That inspections of all hydrants be made regularly at 
least twice a year and more often during winter months and all 
necessary repairs made, proper records being kept of all such 
inspections.

6 (a) That the Chief of the Fire Department be ap- 
pointed for an indefinite term subject to removal only for cause 
after a hearing. 

(b) That the appointment and promotion of officers be 
based on examination, seniority and records, under civil service 
rules, with tenure of office provisions. 

(c) That the requirements for appointments to the ser- 
vice be under suitable civil service regulations, with proper re- 
quirements for height, weight and age limits. 

That four additional full-paid men be appointed. 

8. (a) That a turret pipe be installed on the reserve 
hose wagon and siamese 214 inch hose connections on each 
pumper. 

(b) That a hose shut off and four waterproof covers be 
provided for the ladder truck and nozzle holder, distributing 
nozzle, 4% inch rope and two waterproof covers on each pumper. 

9. That the meal hour periods be increased to three hours.

10. That a separate telephone trunk line be installed from 
telephone exchange to fire department headquarters and re- 
served exclusively for fire calls. 


Building Department 


11. (a) That a building inspector be appointed for an 
indefinite term under proper qualifications. His duties as such 
to be the issuing of permits and the inspection of buildings in 
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course of construction, alteration or repair to determine if the 
building laws are being,enforced. 

(b) ‘That the regulations on building construction 
be revised to conform to modern requirements for construction 
and fire prevention as given in the National Board Building 
Code, particularly as to improved types of construction, limita- 
tion of heights and areas, protection of openings in walls, floors, 
and roofs, wall thicknesses and requirements for private fire 
.protection. ; 

(c) ‘That approved fire retardant roof coverings be 
required for all new or repaired roofs within the town limits. 
Your Committee has considered these suggestions, has 
conferred with the Departments affected and has estimated the 
cost of sufficient improvements in order that enough points may 
be gained to allow of the re-classification.

The improvements recommended in the above list will not | 
only result in reduced insurance rates but will be a benefit to all 
citizens in the Town. It is the opinion of your, Committee that 
it might be desirable to have these improvements made even if 
no credit in the rates on the mercantile and congested districts 
would result, since we believe that a careful study of these 
recommendations will show the wisdom of the improvements 
proposed. 

No. 1 It is desirable that the Engineer at the Pumping 
Station should know that there was a fire in order that a pump 
should be started without waiting to learn the conditions by 
some one advising him by telephone. 

No. 2. Pertains to the re-arrangement of the piping in 
the pumping station so that a break in any section of steam 
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piping will not derange more than one pump. ‘This improve- 
ment is of course extremely desirable. 

The installation of the additional gate valves so that only 
a limited length of piping may be out of commission in case of 
a break; the inspection of the gate valves with proper records ; 
and the proper inspection of hydrants, flushing, oiling and 
greasing twice a year need no comments, as the wisdom of 
these recommendations will be apparent to all. To have the 
Chief of the Fire Department appointed for an indefinite term 
and only removed through cause and to have the officers and 
men of the Department under Civil Service requirements will 
tend to improve the Department. 

The additional apparatus called for under requirements 
No. 8 is desirable in case of a severe fire as the turret pipe will 
allow of the fire being brought under control within a shorter 
space of time than would otherwise be the case and the water- 
proof covers will prevent destruction of property. 

No. 9. By lengthening the meal hour periods, the mini- 
mum number of full paid men on duty at any one time will be 
increased and the efficiency of the Department materially 
bettered. 

No. 10. Calling for a separate trunk from the telephone 
exchange to be reserved for fire calls, it should be noted that. 
the number of fire alarms received by the Department by tele- 
phone is constantly increasing. In 1918, there was a total of 
133 alarms of which 105 were bell and 28 were telephone or 
still alarms. In 1922, there were a total of 211 alarms of which 
90 were bell and 121 were telephone, or, while the total number 
of alarms between 1918 and 1922 increased 59 per cent, the 
bell alarms actually decreased 14 per cent and the telephone 
alarms increased 332 per cent. This extra telephone trunk may 
not be used for out going calls from the Central Station but is 
to be reserved at all times for fire alarms. 

The recommendations contained under Item 11 pertain to a 
Building Code and the appointment of a Building Inspector. 
For eleven years, there has been a Committee considering this 
matter but no Building Code has been submitted to the voters 
for discussion or approval. Natick is almost the only town of 
its size in Massachusetts which does not have some form of a 
Building Code and a Building Inspector to enforce such Code. 

Your Committee understands that no recommendations per- 
taining to a Building Code will be submitted by the Building 
Code Committee this year and as it is imperative to obtain a 
certain number of points under this item in order that the Town 
may grade high enough to be listed in Class 4 we offer three 
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suggestions pertaining to Building Construction. We are satis- 
fied that these suggestions should not interfere with any Build- 
ing Code which the Building Code Committee may recommend - 
be adopted by the Town. 

(a) The appointment of a Building Inspector. 

(b) <A reasonable extension of the fire limits. 

(c) A shingle roof ordinance prohibiting any roof to be 
covered with wooden shingles within the corporate limits of the 
Town. 

Article 17. To instruct the Superintendent of Fire Alarm 
to install fire alarm tappers in the Pumping Station and house of 
Pumping Station Engineer and to appropriate a sum of $205.92 
to care for same or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 30. To see if the Town will vote to request the 
Board of Public Works to re-arrange the piping in the Pumping 
Station so that a break in the steam piping will cut out but one 
pump. Appropriate a sum of $1,100 to make the necessary 
changes or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 31. To see if the Town will vote to install five ad- 
ditional gate valves in the water system in the principal mercan- 
tile districts as follows :— . 


(a) Inthe main on South Main Street near the corner of 
East Street. 

(b) Inthe main on Pond Street near the corner of Plain 
Street. 

(c) In the main on West Central Street about mid-way 
between Spring and Main Streets. 

(d) In the main on Summer Street about mid-way be- 
tween Spring and Main Streets. 

(e) In the main on East Central Street near the junction 
of Church Street. ' 

Appropriate a sum of $550 to pay for same or otherwise. 
act thereon. 

Article 32. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
Board of Public Works to properly inspect all gate valves in the 
Water Works System yearly and to keep proper records of 
same ; to inspect hydrants by flushing, oiling and greasing twice 
a year and to make such necessary examination as may be need- 
ed in severe winter weather. Appropriate $1,100 to pay for 
same or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to have a Chief 
of the Fire Department appointed for an indefinite term subject 
_to removal only for cause after hearing. Have the appointment 
and promotion of officers based on examination, seniority and 
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records under Civil Service Rules with tenure of office provi- 
‘sions; have the requirements for appointments to the service 
under suitable Civil Service regulations with proper require- 
ments for height, weight and age limits, or otherwise act 
thereon. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to have a turret 
pipe installed on the reserve hose wagon and siamese 2% inch 
hose connections on each pumper ; that a hose shut off and four 
waterproof covers be provided for the ladder truck and nozzle 
holder, distributing nozzle, one-half inch rope and two water- 
proof covers on each pumper ; appropriate a sum of $786.50 to 
pay for same, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 16. ‘To see if the Town will vote to install a separ- 
ate trunk line from the Telephone Central Station to the Central 
Fire Station, this trunk line to be reserved for incoming fire 
calls only and to appropriate $3.50 to pay for installation and 
$30.00 for the service of this line or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 12. ‘To see if the Town will vote to amend Article 
XIII, Section 1, of the Town By-Laws to read as follows :— 


Section 1, Item (a) ‘The following shall be and are hereby 
declared. to be the fire limits:—Beginning at a point where 
Spring Street crosses the Boston & Albany R. R. thence easterly 
on said Railroad to’ a point opposite No. 66 South Avenue; 
thence southerly to South Avenue; thence westerly on South 
Avenue to Hayes Street; thence southerly on Hayes Street to 
East Central Street ; thence westerly on East Central Street, to 
Morse Street; thence southerly on Morse Street, to Common 
Street; thence westerly on Common Street tc School Street; 
thence southerly on School Street to East Street; thence west- 
erly on East Street, to South Main Street; thence northerly on 
South Main Street, to Whalen’s Lane; thence westerly on 
Whalen’s Lane to Plain Street ; thence northerly on Plain Street 
to Pond Street; thence northerly via the eastern line extended 
of the Indian Burying Grounds to West Central Street; thence 
westerly on West Central Street to Spring Street; and thence 
northerly on Spring Street to the point of beginning. 

Item (b) Every building hereafter erected or enlarged 
within the fire limits shall be enclosed on all sides with walls 
constructed wholly of stone, well burned brick, terra cotta, con- 
crete or other equivalent incombustible materials ; and shall have 
roof, top and sides of all roof structures, including dormer win- 
dows, covered with incombustible material. All cornices shall 
be of incombustible material. 


Item (c) Every building hereafter erected within the 
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corporate limits shall have an incombustible roof covering and 
no existing wooden shingles roof if damaged more than 25% 
shall be renewed or repaired with other than incombustible roof 
covering. ) : 

Item (d) No wall, structure, building or part thereof, 
shall hereafter be built, enlarged or altered, until a plan of the 
proposed work, together with a statement of the materials to be 
used, shall have been submitted to the Chief of the Fire De- 
partment, who shall, if in accordance with the provisions herein 
contained, issue a permit for the proposed construction. 

Structures hereafter erected without permit, or not in con- 
formity with this By-Law shall be removed. No building shall 
be moved until a permit has been obtained from the Chief of the 
Fire Department; and such official shall not issue such permit 
if in his judgment the proposed new location of the building 
would seriously increase the fire hazard of the surrounding 
buildings. ; 

Item (e) The Chief of the Fire Department is hereby 
authorized and empowered : 

' First:—To enforce all By-Laws relating to the construc- 
tion, equipment, management and condition of all property with- 
in the Town. 3 

Second :—To supervise the construction or re-construction 
of all buildings. 

Third :—To report monthly to the Board of Selectmen re- 
garding the condition of the Town on all matters pertaining to 
fire prevention. 

Appropriate $165.00 to pay for same or otherwise act 
thereon.

Report of Committee on Remodeling 


Old High School 


February 5, 1924. 
To the Citizens of Natick: 

Your Committee on Remodeling the Old High School (now 
known as the Lincoln Grammar School) appointed at the 
Special Town Meeting May 15th, 1922, respectfully submits 
the appended report showing an unexpended balance of $42.49. 
In addition to this amount, $221.56 is due one of the con- 
tractors, but owing to litigation, which has held up payment, 
the balance due, amounting to approximately 25 per cent of his 
contract price for the work, cannot be paid until directed to do 
so by the Court or matter otherwise adjusted. Under the cir- 
cumstances, therefore, we are unable to render a final report. 
This has also prevented our turning the building over to the 
School authorities. However, your Committee will be under no 
expense by reason of litigation referred to and while there is 
actually $264.05 unexpended in the Town Treasurer's hands, 
the amount will eventually be $42.49, and on this basis our 
report is made, believing that at this time the tax-payers are 
entitled to know how the appropriation has been spent, especial- 
ly as the School has been continuously occupied during the | 
school terms since a year ago last December. 

All work has been completed and bills paid (except the 
item of $221.56 above referred to). The School has a permit 
to house 325 pupils, and we believe the report of the Superin- 
‘tendent of Schools will show the manner in which they are 
distributed throughout the various class-rooms. 

The School has been exceptionally well heated throughout 
during the coldest weather, with ample reserve capacity should 
occasion require, the sanitary conditions very satisfactory, and 
from every standpoint the comfort of the pupils and teachers 
is provided for in a manner comparing more than favorably, 
we believe, with all other grammar grade schools throughout 
the Town. It is now only a question of up-keep to obtain many 
years of excellent service from the School, and based on present 
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building costs it is the belief of your Committee that to erect 
a School to accomodate 325 pupils, with a rest-room and coat- 
rooms, would cost not less than $80,000.00, exclusive of land 
and furnishings. 

The cost of furnishing the School was very materially 
reduced by using pupils’ old desks and chairs for six of the 
class-rooms. ‘This required a total of 240 sets, all of which 
were found at the Old High, Wilson and North Natick Schools. 
Of these 108 were of the lifting-lid type, suitable for high 
school pupils but not adapted for elementary grade work. We 
arranged to have these converted into the standard open-box 
type and 80 of them were provided with adjustable irons. A 
large proportion of the desks and chairs were badly marred 
and many of them broken. After removing the irons, all were 
shipped to Kenney Bros. & Wolkins, one of the largest manu- 
facturers and dealers in school furniture, and same were re- 
paired and refinished at their place of business in Boston. ‘This 
included new tops for desks and chairs damaged beyond re- | 
pair. They also equipped the entire 240 desks with ink-wells, — 
cleaned and refinished the old irons and erected the desks and 
chairs in the various class-rooms. ‘The cost of this work, in- 
cluding transportation charges, amounted to aproximately $5.50 
per set for desk and chair, resulting in a saving of at least 
$1,200.00, figured on a very conservative basis of $10.50 per set 
as the cost of furnishing and erecting new desks and chairs to 
provide for general elementary grade pupils. These are all in 
first-class condition and will continue to be of service for 
years to come. 

One of the rooms is occupied by a special class, and this 
was equipped entirely new at the request of the Superintendent 
of Schools, who selected the type of desks and chairs he con- 
sidered best adapted for the use of pupils in this class, 
Teachers’ desks and chairs, visitors’ chairs, and tables were 
purchased and installed in all eight class-rooms. | 

It will be noted from out itemized report that the equip- 
ment of the school is complete for the comfort and general con- 
venience of the pupils, teachers and janitor, the latter being 
provided with everything necessary for his-work and tools 
which will make it possible for him to make many minor re- 
pairs, without which the work would have to be done by outside 
contractors. | 


All comment we have heard from the School authorities 
and the public since the building was opened for inspection 
has been of a most favorable nature, and we trust the tax- 
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payers in general will consider that the appropriation was wise- 
ly expended. 
In conclusion, we predict many years of high-grade ser- 
vice from this addition to our elementary grade schools.

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Report of the East Natick School House 
Building Committee 


February 5, 1924. 


To the Board of Selectmen and to the Citizens of the Town of 

Natick: 

The East Natick School House Building Committee ap- 
pointed at the last annual town meeting respectfully submits 
the following report: 

The appointment of Edward F. Magee, architect, appointed 
by the previous investigating committee, was confirmed by our 
committee on April 26, 1923. |

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Your committee was notified by the Town Counsel on | 


April 26, 1923, that no construction work could be started until 
the Selectmen’s order of taking of the land at the corner of 
Oak and Worcester Streets has been duly recorded. Notwith- 
standing the fact that the prices for labor and materials had 
been rising since the original estimate of the cost of the build- 
ing had been prepared in October of the previous year and 
every indication pointed to further increases, it was necessary 
to wait until late in June before bids could be opened. 

Bids were opened on June 29, and the lowest bid received 
on the building was $29,950.00 and on the heating and plumbing 
$6,885.00 making a total of $36,835.00. The amount of the 


lowest bids therefore exceeded the amount of the town’s appro- 


priation of $30,086.98 by $6,748.02 and it was clear that if the 
proposed building were constructed an additional appropriation 
of at least $15,000.00 would be necessary. Your committee 
therefore requested the Selectmen to call a special town meeting. 
At the time set for the meeting only 79 citizens being 
present (quorum 100) the meeting was declared dissolved, but 
it was apparent that the sentiment of a majority of the voters 
present was opposed to any increase in the appropriation. 


The original plans involved considerable expense on account | 


of provisions made for the future enlargment of the building, 
but the committee decided to have new plans prepared with a 
view toward cutting down the cost to meet available funds, the 
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plans to include only such work as would be absolutely neces- 
sary at the present time. The new plans provided for a smaller 
building and everything possible was done te lessen the con- 
struction costs. . 
Bids were called for on the basis of both brick and wood 
consrtuction. ‘The lowest bids received were as follows: 


For brick construction $19,918.00 
For wood construction 17,996.00 
For plumbing and heating 4,313.00 


The contract for the building was awarded to the Leighton- 
Mitchell Company of Boston the low bidder on the basis of 
brick construction, and the contract for the plumbing and heat- 
ing was awarded to the Natick Plumbing and Heating Company 
also the low bidder.

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Report of Special Committee on Motor 
Vehicle for Police Department 


Report of Special Committee appointed by Moderator as 
voted at the annual Town Meeting of 1923, in reference to 
purchasing a motor vehicle for use of the Police Department 
is as follows: 

The Committee met and organized bah Thomas P. Evans, 
Chairman, and William H. Healey, Secretary. 

After a careful and full consideration the committee have 
unanimously reached the conclusion that in order to provide 
adequate, effective and efficient police protection to all sections 
of the town the police department should be furnished with a 
combination motor vehicle and ambulance. ; 

The department will thus be equipped with means of 
making quick and serviceable response to all emergency calls 
from any part of the town. 

Almost every municipality of the size of Natick is equipped 
with some modern means for transportation purposes in emer- 
gency cases. The complaint sometimes heard that violations 
of the automobile laws are not properly enforced, may be in a 
large measure charged not alone to inadequacy in the number 
of officers but also the absence of appropriate motor equipment. 

The town last year spent $404.45 for use of the police 
department and at many times was unable to hire an automo- 
bile although the need of one was most urgent. | 

Today the automobile is used in commission of crime and, 
many times the ability of the officers to capture the criminal 
depends upon the means they have of ‘getting to the scene of 
the crime without delay. 

Your committee recommends that the town purchase a 
combination motor vehicle for use of the police and ambulance 
for town use, said motor vehicle to be kept in the Central Fire 
Station and that the sum of $1,500.00 be appropriated for 
the purchase of a motor vehicle of this type.

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Report of Committee on Erection of a 
Suitable Memorial 


Tothe Citizens of Natick: 

Report of Committee appointed by the Moderator under 
Article 79, Annual Town Meeting for the year 1923 to erect 
a suitable Memorial in commemoration of the citizens of Natick 
who gave their lives for their Country in the Spanish-American 
War and the Phillipine insurrection of 1898-99. 

The committee met and organized with Commander J. 
Newlin Bowers of the Spanish War Veterans as chairman and 
Set. E. L. Kimball as secretary. 

The committee have had many designs suggested for this 
memorial, some of which are printed herewith. 

Your committee endeavored to get the sentiment of the 
citizens as to what form this memorial would take; a munici- 
pal flag pole with a memorial base seemed to be desired, the 
town not having a flag pole and had tried to get the same. This 
was agreeable to your committee but the amount appropriated 
was not large enough for a memorial of this kind. The cost 
of the flag pole itself would be $1,000.00. 

The committee found that an effort was made some time 
ago to get funds for the erection of a flag pole. This organiza- 
tion, through its treasurer George C. Fairbanks, volunteered to 
turn its funds over to this committee, however this amount 
with the $1,500.00 the town appropriated would not be sufficient. 

None of the $1,500.00 appropriated was expended. The 
committee felt the absence of the member who had this Article 
inserted in the Warrant, on account of the long sickness and 
finally his death, Commander A. B. Pierce, of the CAR: 

The recommendation of the committee is that this $1,500.00 
be re-appropriated and an additional amount sufficient for a 
suitable memorial and a municipal flag pole and a committee 
be appointed by the Moderator under Article 97 of the ‘Town 
Warrant the year 1924.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee: 


I submit herewith my second report as Superintendent of 
the Natick Public Schools. 


THE COST OF THE SCHOOLS 


The expenditures of the schools for all purposes in 1923 
amounted to $165,013.64 an increase of $24,913.41 over the 
expenditures of 1922. A conservative estimate of our needs for 
1924 places the cost of the schools at approximately $185,000.00. 

The following comparative statement shows for what pur- 
poses the money is to be used. An explanation of the increase 
is given herewith:

In five years the taxation cost of the schools has increased 
from $77,569.45 to $148,108.01. 

The average Membership of the schools during this period 
has grown from 1879 to 2089. 

The percentage of increase in taxation cost is 92, in aver- 
age membership 11. The question naturally arises why such a 
marked disproportion between increase in cost and increase in 
membership. 

The explanation is to be found in the raising of the low 
scale of wages that prevailed prior to the five year period under 
consideration, in the growth of the High School, in the opening 
of the Lincoln School and in additions to the teaching force 
which were made necessary by statute requirements and chang- 
ing social conditions. 

In 1918 the Maximum Salary for elementary teachers was 
$750; in 1923 $1500; in 1918 high school teachers received a 
maximum of $900; in 1923 they received a maximum of $1700. 
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Doubling the scale of wages was an educational necessity 
if the children were to be properly taught and an economic 
necessity if teachers were to be compensated in a manner that 
would enable them to live as members of a dignified profession 
and also save something for the time when they must retire 
from active service. 


INCREASED MAINTENANCE COSTS 


A much larger appropriation than usual is required for 

improvement and repairs. The major needs are: 

Furniture for an additional eighth grade at the Lincoln School. 

Furniture for an increased membership in the High School. 

Furniture for Oak Grove School. 

Repairs on High School Roof. 

Repairs on Heating and Ventilating System of Wilson School 
—ordered by State Inspector. 

More sanitary drinking fountains at Felchville, Bacon, Wilson, 
Rice and Oak Grove Schools. 

Shingling Roof—Eliot School. 

Painting walls, whitening ceilings and renewing curtains in 
nearly all schools. 

Band Saw and Planer for Manual Training. 

Improving sanitary conditions at Cochituate Building. 


INCREASE FOR BOOKS AND SUPPLIES 


Many books are in poor condition not a few being torn, 
dilapidated and badly soiled. Some texts of an antiquated type 
should be discarded. 

The large entering class in the High School and the new 
school at East Natick will draw heavily on the allowance for 
books and supplies. 


SPECIAL SERVICES 


The work of MEDICAL INSPECTION could be assigned 
with advantage to two physicians. It is desirable that examin- 
ations be begun soon after the opening of the fall term and 
completed with little delay. 

At present this phase of the work drags over an entire term. 
It must necessarily be so as private practice which is the main 
source of a physician’s income can not be set aside. 

I deem it advisable that two physicians be employed the 
coming year and that one be a woman. 


TRANSPORTATION in 1923 cost $3,669.27. It will 
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cost more this year if the town complies with a recent statute 
which provides for free conveyance of high school pupils who 
live two miles or more from school. 

Recommendation is therefore made that the appropriation 
for transportation be increased to $5,500 to enable the Commit- 
tee to pay the fares of all children living two miles or more 
from school. 


TUITION is a growing expense due to the fact that the 
number of students in the Newton Vocational School and the 
number attending Dover Schools have increased in the last two 
years. : 

An increase of seven students at Newton at $185 per year 
will cost $1295 ; additional pupils in the Dover schools for whose 
tuition and transportation we are responsible will add an ex- 
pense of about $1000. | 

The remainder of an appropriation of $3000, which it is 
estimated will be required to pay all tuition bills will be needed 
to defray the charges of Natick pupils in the grade and contin- | 
uation schools of Framingham. Reimbursement to the amount 
of one half the cost will be made for tuition in Newton and the 
Framingham Continuation School. 


ADMINISTRATIVE INDEPENDENCE 


“The financial and administrative independence of the 
Board of Education is essential to the progress and necessary 
expansion of the public school system. The beard should have 
larger freedom in making budgets and command the necessary 
funds. IT’ SHOULD ABSOLUTELY CONTROL THE. 
DISTRIBUTION OF THESE FUNDS thus determining the 
activities that should be maintained or initiated. It should be 
free in the itemizing of its budget, free in making salary 
schedules.” 


SUMMARY OF SPECIAL REPORTS 


HIGH SCHOOL. The leading feature of the Principal’s 
report is a recommendation for the establishment of a Practical 
Arts Course for Girls which shall offer instruction in art and 
Music Appreciation, Household Designing, Household Sanita- 
tion and Physics, Household Planning, Economics and Account- 
ing, Millinery, Dressmaking, Chemistry of Foods, Dietetics and 
Cooking. These studies in conjunction with Knglish, History 
and a modern foreign language would meet a long felt need. 


AMERICANIZATION. — The Director reports success 
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in teaching our alien neighbors an elementary knowledge of our 
language, government, history, customs and ideals. 

Membership in the evening and afternoon classes has in- 
cluded Italians, Greeks, Albanians, Swedes, Poles, Armenians 
and Syrians. More than one hundred have been enrolled the 
ages ranging from eighteen to sixty years. Friendly relations 
have been established through home visits. This type of work 
is worthy of increased moral and financial support. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION. The schoc! physician exam- 
ined 2243 pupils during the year. He found less sickness than 
usual and no serious epidemic. | 

- The most common physical defect noted is decayed teeth. 
Recommendation is made that the advantages of the dental 
clinic be made available to the upper as well as the lower grades. 


SCHOOL NURSE. The regular. routine work of in- 
spections, weighing and measuring has been carried on through 
out the year. Records of inspections made daily are helping 
to form good health habits. 

A part of the time of the nurse has been given to the 
dental clinic. 111 visits have been made to the homes. Many 
more visits could have been made if auto service had been 
available. 

The, nurse was present and assisted in the examination of 
1617 pupils. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION. It is the aim of this de- 
partment to broaden the scope of physical training so as to 
take in every child in the school system. 

The director and his assistant believe in athletic games and 
exercises for all and will as rapidly as conditions warrant extend 
their direction of physical activities to the elementary schools. 

A great need of several schools is more playground space. 
The Wilson School which has the largest enrollment has the 
most limited area. In some way this need ought to be satisfied. 


DRAWING. Our courses cover outline and object draw- 
ing design, color, lettering applied design. Some branch of this 
wide field is necessarily brought into play in our work—in 
posters, sand tables, decorations and constructions. Self ex- 
pression through these means and appreciation of the fitness 
of things are important ends to be gained in this field of educa- 
tion. | 


MANUAL TRAINING. The seventh and eighth grade . 
boys have co-operated whole heartedly in making the Cochituate 
School a suitable place for a work shop. . Extensive repairs 
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have been made on the exterior of the building; two sides have 
been reclapboarded, a third side patched and the fourth is to be 
done in the spring. 

One of our greatest needs would be met if a band saw and | 
planer were installed. These would enable us to make articles — 
of furniture for our schools. This department saves the town 
considerable money besides giving a valuable training in handi- 
craft. 


MUSIC. ‘The supervisor reports satisfaction in having 
completed the adoption of a modern series of books in the 
elementary grades. She finds greater interest and enthusiasm 
in music since the change was made.. 

The high school chorus now numbers two hundred and 
forty which is an increase of seventy over last year’s chorus. 

The Girls’ Glee Club is an organization which is a distinct 
credit to the school. Last January it gave a fine concert which 
was a success both financially and artistically. Another con- 
cert is to be given this year. | 

The orchestra consists of eighteen members who are fre- 
quently called upon to play at school and community activities. 


HOUSEHOLD ARTS. Sewing is taught in the eighth 
grades in the grammar schools and is elective in all four years in 
the high school. The girls in the high school have shown un- 
usual enthusiasm and have formed an organized sewing club 
which meets after school hours once in two weeks. 

A course in millinery will be introduced later in the year. 

Cooking is taught in the seventh grades of the grammar 
schools and is elective in the high school. More time for cook- 
ing in the grades would strengthen the work of this department. 


TRUANCY. The truant officer has investigated and 
reported on one hundred cases, only ten of which proved to be 
actual truants. This record speaks well for the observance of \ 
our attendance laws.

The new school building at East Natick now in process of 
construction will be completed in a short time. 

It could be made ready for occupancy in April or May; 
it seems best however for both educational and financial rea- 
sons to postpone the opening until September. ‘The progress 
of the children would be seriously interrupted if adjustment to 
new teachers and new conditions had to be made so near the 
close of the school year. 


CONCLUSION 


It is my earnest wish that all recommendations for in- 
creased appropriations embodied in this report be given close 
scrutiny. It is unusual to ask for such large additions to the 
budget. They are called for because I believe the town wants 
to maintain a high standard of education.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


January 30, 1924. 
To the Selectmen of Natick: 


The Trustees of the Leonard Morse Hospital are pleased 
to submit their report for the fiscal year ending December 31st, 
1923. 

Death has taken two members of our staff, Dr. A. F. Story, 
who passed away on May 4th, 1923, and Prof. H. Carleton 
Smith, who died on November 28th, 1923. Dr. Alvin F. Story 
was a member of the staff from the time the hospital was opened 
until his death, being the Dean of the Homeopathic physicians. 
Dr. Story was devoted to his profession, of a most kindly dis- 
position, anxious at all times to serve without pay the needy 
poor. He was a loyal friend and strongly attached to the hos- 
pital and his passing will leave a vacancy that will be hard to fill. 
Professor Smith served the hospital faithfully for nearly twenty 
years as a chemist giving the lectures in urinalyses. 

We have added to the Staff as Consulting Surgeons, Drs. 
A. G. Howard and George W. Morse, both of Boston; as 
Assisting Physicians, Dr. Samuel R. Meeker of Boston and Dr. 
Wallace F. Hamilton of Wellesley Hills. | 

In our report for 1922 we noted the inadequacy of the fire 
protection at the hospital buildings and the fact that an article 
had been inserted in the Warrant for the annual meeting for a 
larger main on Union Street so that suitable hydrants might be 
provided. We are pleased to record that the appropriation was 
granted, the hydrants have been installed, tested, and found to 
give ample water for any fire reasonably to be expected. 

Owing to the large amount of stone removed in digging 
the trenches for the pipe, opportunity was taken to use this stone 
in reconstructing the driveway and providing a much needed 
parking space for automobiles. 

The cost of these improvements was more than originally 
estimated, principally on account of the large amount of blasting, 
and it was found impossible to pay for same out of the receipts 
for the current year. Considering the fact that the pipe should 
_ be good for at least 75 years and is a permanent improvement 
your Trustees do not feel that this is of serious moment. 
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Turning to statistics as given in the Superintendent’s re- 
port, it will be noted that the hospital has been of larger service 
than any previous year. The year 1923 is not classed as one 
when there was an exceptional amount of sickness and it is, 
therefore, we believe reasonable to assume that this increased 
growth in service of the institution is due to the increased value 
placed upon it by the citizens of Natick rather than owing to a 
larger amount of sickness. In 1921 there were a total of 784 
patients admitted and during 1922 there were 814, showing 
about the normal increase. In 1923 there were 990 patients 
admitted, which was approximately 22 per cent over the number 
admitted during 1922. The maternity service shows even more 
striking figures. In 1921 there were 166 maternity cases and in 
1922 there were 155, while in 1923 there were 206 or an increase 
of 33 per cent over 1922. The Training School has been en- 
larged to better care for the patients by the addition of a per- 
manent Assistant Superintendent, Miss Florence E. Merrill, an 
additional Day Supervisor and by an increase in the number 
of student nurses from sixteen to twenty-four. 

The Superintendent, Miss Lander, and her assistants are 
entitled to much praise for the painstaking service which they 
are rendering and we wish to record our appreciation of this 
service. The members of the staff have given cheerfully of 
their time and experience to assist us to keep the hospital at its 
high plane of efficiency. | 

We wish to acknowledge and to thank the Ladies Aid 
Association for donating $100.00 for new furnishings for the 
Ladies Aid Room. |

TRAINING SCHOOL 


A three year Course is maintained including two months’ 
probation, during which time the probationers receive instruc- 


tion in the wards and classroom. The pupils receive experience 


in general, obstetrical and surgical nursing, operating room 
technique, and dietetics. Class work and lectures have been 
given by Miss Beulah Phillips, the dietitian. Lectures on 
Symptomology, Pulse, Respiration, Temperature, Nursing 
Ethics, Fever Nursing, Diseases of Skin, Hygiene, Anesthesia, 
Bandaging, Obstetrics, Surgical Technique, Materia Medica, 
and Bacteriology have been given by doctors of the staff. 

A course of Massage by Miss Ingalholme of the Boston 
School of Physical Education. Professor H. C. Smith gave a 
course in Urinalyses. Four nurses have graduated, and six 
have completed a four months’ course at the Boston City Hos- 
pital for contagious diseases. 

Eleven nurses have been admitted to the Training School, 
four withdrew during the first four months. 

I take this opportunity to express my thanks to the Trustees 
of the Hospital for their continued support and to the Staff 
for their untiring efforts, and to all those who by their co- 
operation have assisted so materially in the work for the year.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


To the Citizens of Natick: 

Your trustees respectfully submit the following reports 
of the Morse Institute for the year 1923. 

Several changes have taken place in the library staff, due 
to resignations and to increases in the work required by con- 
stantly enlarging use of the library; and there has been one 
change in the board of trustees, where Mr. A. W. Robinson 
has been elected to the office of treasurer, made vacant by the 
retirement from the board of Mr. W. A. Edwards. The fol- 
lowing resolution was unaniously adopted by the trustees on 
March 13: “Resolved, that the members who have had the 
pleasure of associating with Mr. W. A. Edwards on the board 
of trustees of Morse Institute, during his two terms as treasurer, 
desire to place on record their high appreciation of his unitorm- 
ly cheerful and efficient service and their regret that he ‘would 


not consent to serve for another term.” 


The trustees invite attention to the reports of the Treasurer 
and Librarian’ which follow, and to the list of new books pur- 
chased during the year. By preserving these lists in the suc- 
cessive town reports, patrons of the library can secure a home 
catalog of all the more modern books. 

It is a pleasure here to acknowledge and to congratulate 
the town upon the receipt from the Trustees of Walnut Hill 
School of a second generous gift of $2,000, to be applied to the 
Building Improvement Fund. As soon as we can secure action 
from the War Memorial Committee for or against the sugges- 
tion of combining a war memorial with the proposed enlarged 
and improved library building, we intend to complete the plans 
and specifications for it along the lines of the preliminary 


sketches printed in our report for 1921. ‘The suggestion re- 


ferred to was to build out in front a handsome entrance vesti- 
bule to contain a fitting memorial to Natick’s war heroes, where 
it would be seen by the thousands, young and old, who pass in 


and out of the library. We hope that the generous gifts already 


received may be supplemented by others, so that the town may 
secure at comparatively slight cost to the taxpayers, an improved 
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library building, convenient and adequate for the needs of 
many years to come. 

In conclusion we wish to express our appreciation of the 
faithful performance of their duties, in spite of difficulties, by 
all members of the library staff.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Morse Institute, 
Gentlemen: 


A summary of the work of the library for 1923 is herewith 
presented, and is encouraging considering the many obstacles 
encountered. 

December thirty-first completed the fiftieth year of the 
library’s service to the public, and from a collection of books 
approximating 6,000 volumes, there are now, including those in 
the Young People’s Library, over 39,000. 

Unfortunately fully one third of those belonging to the 
main library are not available, because the building which was 
considered ample for all practical purposes at the time of its con- 
struction, has long been outgrown. 

In the beginning, the library was open every afternoon ex- 
cepting Sundays from 2 to 5, and Monday, Wednesday and 
Saturday evenings from 6 to 8, with a librarian and assistant in 
attendance. 

Fifty years later the hours are from 9 A. M. to 9 P. M., 
with still a librarian and assistant, the only gain in salaried help 
being a children’s librarian, all other aid being on the hourly 
basis. 

The trend is always upward, and though inadequate facil- 
ities retard development, the total circulation for the year has 
been 68,404. 

More and more the library is being regarded as a funda- 
mental necessity by the scholars, advanced students, teachers, 
_and the citizens generally, and its growth should’ not be checked 
by insufficient equipment of any kind. 

A circulating branch is much needed in East Natick and two 
attempts have been made to open one this year. Mr. Natt H. 
Burnham very kindly consented to supply shelving for the pur- 
pose, and deliver and receive the books, but because of a lack of 
assistance here, and the inability to provide suitable conveyance, 
it has not been done. 

East Natick with nearly five hundred families should have 
easier access to the books and privileges of the library, and with 
the opening of the new school building the need will be impera- 
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tive. At the present time almost everywhere that a new school- 
house is erected, there is one room reserved for this purpose, 
for the use of the school and the public, where there is no regu- 
lar library. | 

In addition to the routine work, an inventory of the books 
in circulation was taken this summer, and the results, consider- 
ing the length of time which has intervened since the last one, 
were satisfactory. 

We again had the pleasure of having Miss Bertha H. Mer- 
rill for ten weeks to assist in the cataloging, and as the expense 
of this work did not come upon the town, it was a double 
pleasure. 

Also she has revised nearly the whole of the card catalog, 
which since its installation in 1904, has received only nominal 
attention. Comparatively few inaccuracies were found, consid- 
ering the many changes we have been obliged to make to obtain 
more room, and later: these will be corrected. 

From th same source as our other gifts, we have been able 
to exchange our old Royal typewriter for a new Royal with the 
latest improvements; also it has Pica type, which is more com- 
pact and a better match for the print of the Library of Con- 
gress cards than the medium Roman which we had before. 

A new registration of borrowers will have to be made soon, 
reducing the borrower’s cards to one, allowing more books on 
that one, and having a time limit, to obviate having so many 
unused cards extant. 
| Also a division has become necessary between the children 

of the first six grades, and those having access to the books in 
the main library. Those who are limited to the children’s room 
should make out their applications there, and have no occasion 
to come up stairs until they enter the seventh grade. ) 

This would make it possible to keep a closer oversight of 
all cards for the two departments, and prevent much needless - 
commotion caused by so many small children running over the 
stairs. 

Among the books presented to the library has been a set of 
the Chronicles of America in fifty volumes, by various authors, 
and published by the Yale University Press. /This set is most 
valuable for interest and authentic information, and is a great 
acquisition, for we have received many calls for the individual 
volumes which we could not supply, as they could not be bought 
separately. 

. The musical section has ceased to be an innovation, but is 
subject to the same limitations as everything else, and though | 
comprising only 323 books is much used. ‘The small collection 
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of organ music circulates freely, and through the kindness of 
Mr. Frank E. Underwood, we have been able to add five more 
volumes, because of the time he gave to its selection. 

Double the space for both books and students is required 
in the reference room, and, lacking it, the quietness essential for 
study is hard to maintain. 

In addition to the continuation of various annuals here, the 
new revised edition of Larned’s History for Ready Reference 
in twelve volumes has been purchased, of which six volumes 
have been received. This is a great improvement on the old set, 
eliminating obsolete material, and bringing it up to date in 
every particular. 

Also the latest edition of the Standard Dictionary in two 
volumes was bought, and is much more convenient to handle 
than the bulky one volume which it replaces. 

In lieu of a school library, the teachers make much use of 
this department, both for themselves and their pupils, and they 
also appreciate the teacher’s section of educational books in cir- 
culation. } 

It is hoped that conjointly with the children’s librarian, 
classes from the Junior High and the High School freshmen 
can be given instruction in the use of the reference books and 
the card catalog this coming year, so that they will have a better 
knowledge of how to look up material for their work, and to 
have a personal interest in the search. 

Patrons of the reading room are many, and that they might 
have the advantage of all the periodicals for which subscriptions 
are placed, more supervision is needed. ‘The only solution 
seems to be to have an assistant who could take charge when the 
regular custodian is away, for the position of the reading room 
renders it impossible to supervise it from any part of the build- 
ing. All magazines not found here can be taken out on the 
regular borrower’s card at the delivery desk upstairs. 

A Red Cross emergency case has been bought to fulfil legal 


requirements, and is in readiness in the janitor’s room for all 


the purposes for which it is fitted. . 

Miss Carena L,. Haggett, who has very efficiently superin- 
tended the Young People’s Library for fourteen years, left July 
first because of home duties. She would have been glad to have 
given up several months before; but, knowing the difficulties 
we were having with a shortage of help, very kindly remained 
at a great disadvantage to herself, until it was possible to fill her 

lace. She has made many friends here in addition to those she 
already had, and was much loved by the children. 


We have been very fortunate in securing the services of 
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Miss Hazel Randall, a graduate of Simmons College with 


special-preparation for this work, who has been very successful 
in the short time she has been here. 

She has labored under the same difficulties as Miss Haggett, 
and we have done what should have been done three years ago, 


employed a High School junior to assist her afternoons. It is | 


also necessary that another student should help her evenings, 
for it is impossible to receive and deliver books at the charging 
desk and look after the children who are in the other room. 
The work has increased here so much that one can no longer 
carry it on alone. 

At a Neighborhood Library Club at Needham this fall, 
Gaylord Brothers of Syracuse, N. Y. had a demonstrator of the 
Toronto system of encasing books which had*broken backs, who 
would teach the process to one from each library by appoint- 
ment, the only expense being the materials for further work. 

Miss Randall learned the method, has taught two of the 
substitutes, and it is proving to be a great saving for medium 
sized volumes, both for the time they are out of circulation 
when needing binding, and in the expense of the same. 

Her report for the six months she has had charge is in- 
serted to show what can be accomplished when additional help 
is given. 


REPORT OF MISS RANDALL, 


During the summer months, the books in the children’s 
department were thoroughly examined; 326 worn-out books 
were discarded, and 66 were sent to the bindery. Since the end 
of August, we have added 150 books to the collection by pur- 
chase, gift, and transference from the adult department. 


Since school has begun, the work has increased steadily’ 


with the registration of new readers. We has innovated a 
teacher’s shelf, containing books of particular interest and use to 
teachers in their school work ; likewise a reserve shelf for school 
use, where books on special subjects are kept during a certain 
period, in order that every one may have an equal chance to see 
them. The children are obliged to use them in the library until 
the general demand is satisfied, when they are returned to cir- 
culation. Teachers have the privilege of snding in lists of books, 
if thy choose, to be put on reserve for their special use. 

We seek to co-operate in every way possible with the 
schools, and to become an essential part of their equipment. 
We have already held one class in the instruction of the use and 
resources of the library for the Junior High, at the request of 
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Miss Myrtle L. Markham, principal of the Eliot School of 
South Natick; and hope that a program can be arranged in the 
98 year to give the same instruction to all the pupils of that 
grade. 

Another important feature of this year’s work is the divi- 
sion of the story-hour, to accommodate more children and to 
separate the younger from the older boys and girls. The older 
group of children meets at 6.45 Friday evenings for an hour’s 
pleasure in the story-telling of Miss Amy W. Sylvester. We 
have introduced an educational element into the story hour, 
though retaining its original intention of introducing children 
to the books of the library, and affording a source of suitable 
entertainment. : 

Children, over the age of five and under the fifth grade, 
come to a half-hour story period conducted by the children’s 
librarian, Friday afternoons from 4.45 to 5.15. The plan for 
this period has been to introduce the myths and folk-lore of 
different nations, and to draw the attention of the children to 
special books as stepping stones to better reading. 

In accordance with the nation-wide movement for better 
books in the home, the library held an exhibition of its new 
books in conjunction with the Woman’s Club. Mrs. Everett L. 
Getchell, as chairman of the Literature Committee, gave a great 
deal of time and assistance in making the exhibit a success. We 
feel greatly indebted to Miss Ethel W. Ratsey, supervisor of 
drawing in the Natick schools, for her assistance and that of 
her pupils in designing and painting of posters for the exhibit, 
and also to the proprietors who gave us the privilege of placing 
them in their store windows. Over two hundred people visited 
it, and the children themselves were interested to a great degree. 

Since then there has been such a marked increase in circula- 
tion, that it may be necessary to have another part time assist- 
ant in addition to Miss Eunice Putnam, who has been working 
afternoons. . 

In the new year I should like to develop the work with the 
schools; first to outline for the teachers of the Junior High 
(7th and 8th grades) a plan for a reserve system; secondly, to 
arrange a schedule of classes for instruction in the use and re- 
sources of the library for the pupils in the Junior High grades; 
thirdly to send boxes of books to the schools in the out-lying 
districts and parts of Natick so far off that the children cannot 
readily get to the library. 


The first two plans can be carried out without much cramp- 
ing of our present funds and schedule, but to carry out the third, 
and to me, the most important phase of library work with the 
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schools, we shall need more money for books and another part- 
time assistant. Out of 699 pupils in the third to sixth grades, 
567 are card-holders, and 132, or about one-sixth of the enroll- 
ment, are not accommodated by the library; and it is to meet 
the need of these children that I ask for sufficient funds to fin- 
ance such a measure.

The library has received many gifs of books, periodicals 
and pamphlets from nation, state and individuals, and the Bos- 
ton Public Library has continued its granting of books for 
reference through the Inter-Library Loan, for which we are 
most grateful. A 

Mrs. Robert M. Clark gave three framed pictures for the 
Young People’s Library and they were much appreciated for 
they were well adapted to the room, and there was more wall 
space than decoration. Besides she gave a set of books, the 


Young Folks’ Treasury, in 12 volumes, edited by Hamilton W. _ 


Mabie and Edward E. Hale, and which is one of the best of the 
many collections. 

The local papers have generously printed many library 
items, and a volume of the Natick Bulletin for 1913 has been 
given by the editor to fill a vacancy in the file. 

Miss Lucy Ellen Wight has very kindly donated her copies 
of the Natick Bulletin for binding for several years. 

We are indebted to Officer John F. Heffernan, who has 
done much to curb the exuberant spirits of some of the children 
and young people in and about the building, and his influence 
has been very helpful. 

Miss Lura B. Wallace, one of our substitutes who had been 
with us for over a year, left last fall for California to make her 
home there, and we were very sorry to lose her; but we were 
able to have Miss Sarah D. Shattuck, a former Natick girl and 
student at Walnut Hill School, and who had been substituting 
at the Wellesley Library for several months, and her work is 
very satisfactory.

To the Board of Selectmen and Voters: 


In presenting the third annual report of the Board of 
Public Works, we wish to call the attention of the citizens to 
the fact that the condition of the streets of the Town of Natick 
during the year 1923 compared favorably with any of the 
neighboring towns when the amount of money expended and 
the miles of streets are compared. 

The streets and roads built during 1921 and 1922 are 
standing up well under the constantly increasing wear due to 
the increase in motor vehicle traffic. 

The maintenance of a satisfactory road or street today is 
an expensive one. ‘The former type of gravel road without oil 
or tar is of little value and to maintain in a fair condition is 
most costly. Economy demands that the construction of the 
road shall be such that when the surface is properly sealed with 
oil or tar it shall not easily disintergrate. 

What was said in last year’s report regarding the economy 
of a liberal use of oil or tar, still holds good and sufficient 
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money should be appropriated to insure the proper upkeep of 
all roads and streets. 

In comparing present with former costs of road building | 
the advances in cost of both labor and material should be con- 
sidered as well as the hours constituting a day’s labor. 

In the natural course of events the reconstruction of many 
of the streets of the town must be accomplished and whenever 
this can be done by means of State and County aid, they each 
paying one third and the Town one third, it should appeal to 
the voters as a matter of economy. 

The motor driven pump at the Sewer Pumping Station is 
working very satisfactorily and upon one occasion last spring 
it prevented very unpleasant consequences when a break down 
occurred to the steam driven centrifugal. The volume of 
sewage required to be pumped in the spring is always large, 
due to ground water leaking in and at times had required the 
almost continuous operation of the steam pump. | 

The motor driven pump was put into service and handled 
the entire input. Had it not been available, the wells and 
galleries at the sewer station would probably have overflowed. 
The operation of the Venturi Meter installed with the pump 
will clearly indicate the work done, and enable us to understand . 
more fully the condition of the sewers. 

Briefly the Sewer Department seems to be in a satisfactory 
condition with the possible exception of the amount of ground 
water entering the sewers which at the present time is an un- 
known quantity. As the sewer mains have been in service 
many years it is reasonable to assume that the well known 
action of plant roots upon pipe and brick joints in sewers has 
enabled an undesirable amount of ground water to enter sewer 
mains. 

The four million gallon centrifugal pump for the water 
pumping station at Springvale, Worcester Street, voted at the 
1923 Town Meeting together with a Venturi Meter are now 
being installed. ‘The old Blake pump has been removed, and the 
centrifulgal pump being set in basement instead of first floor 
will work under several feet less draft or suction than the Blake 
pump. 
When the new pump is in operation, it would seem that as 
far as pumping facilities are concerned, this station will be as 
well equipped as any station in Massachusetts or New England 
for the work required, and that the chances of failure to supply 
an adequate quantity of water to our reservoir and street mains 
was remote. 


The “Woods” lot on Middlesex Avenue and Spring Street 
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which at the last Annual Meeting the Town voted to purchase 
has been acquired but nothing has yet been done towards occu- 
pying it. This is due to the fact that the title, owing to a mul- 
titude of interests in the property, was not acquired until late in 
the year, and also that the sheds now used and located on rented 
land are, with one exception, probably not worth moving, so 
new sheds or buildings will have to be erected and for this no 
appropriation has yet been made. 
For details of the work of the year we refer you to the 
report of the Superintendent.

GENERAL 


The hope expressed in the last report that your constitu- 
ents would observe many improvements in the conduct of their 
public works has evidently been realized since you are about to 
round out three years of continuous service through two elec- 
tions without a change in personnel 

As it becomes apparent that this third year of service of 
your Superintendent will be his last he hopes that it is not out 
of place to express his appreciation of the confidence you have 
placed in him and the hearty co-operation and support accorded 
unanimously by you and for the most part by the employees 
and citizens, without which nothing tangible could have been 
accomplished. 

The problem of “quarters” for the Department presented 
to you last year has been partly solved by the purchase of land 
with money appropriated for that purpose and it is to be hoped 
that you will be provided with funds to enable you to utilize 
this land to the best advantage of this Department, and possibly 
to the other Departments of the Town since the possession of 
this property, centrally located as it is, presents many possibili- 
ties.

HIGHWAY DIVISION 


STREETS 


Construction | 

The prime requirement in street construction dwelt upon 
at length in last year’s report, namely drainage, has been given 
very careful attention during the past year as evidenced by 
Table 1 immediately below with remarks following.

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In South Main Street the existing material was considered 
suitable to carry the wearing surface so that no base course was 
required. 

North Avenue and Pond Street not being main arteries 
were constructed with stone from our own screening plant the 
unit cost of Pond Street over North Avenue being due to the 
large amount of grading required. | 

That portion of East Central St. from Dewey to Mulligan 
required no underdrainage and the base course was built with 
our screening plant output while in that portion from Mulligan 
to Dewey, in the track only, the Street Railway Co. regulated 
the sub-grade in connection with their track work. 

Eliot Street, being a State and County aid job, was full 
standard Macadam throughout with prepared sub-grade, base 
course and wearing surface, while sidewalk regulation, etc. 
necessitated by changes in grade, added at least $0.10 per sq. 
yard to the cost of the work. ) 

The North Main Street and Worcester Intersection re-. 
quired revision of its underdrainage system and a complete 
change in grade before permanent paving work could be under- 
taken. The paving will be done by the Boston & Worcester 
Ry. Co. and the Town on a co-operative basis in 1924. 

The County Road in North Natick was consructed about 
six years ago with State and County aid, but due to neglect in 
maintenance had to be reconstructed to satisfy state require- 
ments. Similar to Sherborn end of So. Main Street and should 
be classed as Semi-Permanent with Tar surface application. 

The balance of the work indicated in the Table is self 
explanatory. 

Walnut Street from Bacon to Worcester is still in process 
of construction the money appropriated as was estimated being 
only sufficient to permit of progressive ditching and sub-grading. 

The work on Worcester Street from Main Street to the 
Framingham Line while progressive could scarcely be classed 
under construction and it will be found listed in Table 3 under 
Maintenance. The $2,500 appropriated for this work had to 
be augmented by $1,000 of maintenance money to accomplish 
anything approaching results. 


Maintenance 


The general work of making all streets passable, involving 
cleaning ditches and gutters and shaping with drags and road 
machines, was started about March 19, while the rollers were at 
work preparing streets for bituminous surface applications 
April 2, and continued in service to December 18, when the 
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first real frost interfered. The first bituminous application was 
made April 20, and continued until November 20, about three 
months later than in 1922. 

The addition to equipment of a new 10 Ton roller with 
scarifier, a new 3%4 Ton truck and a used Fordson Tractor to- 
gether with the attachment to the old roller of a new scarifier, 
facilitated the above work greatly and reduced the expense in- 
volved in hired equipment and teams to a minimum. 

Comparison of total linear feet of streets prepared for 
surface treatment in Table 3 (92,070) with corresponding total 
in Table 3 (68,050) in last year’s report will demonstrate 
clearly the yalue of adequate equipment. In this connection it 
should be added that many miles of streets. were scarified, 
graveled and rolled without bituminous surface treatment, 
money for the latter not being available. 

The extension of surface treatments together with the 
screening plant has eliminated much so-called graveling with 
run of the bank, this work being done for the most part in the 
outlying districts so that only about 800 cubic yards of this 
material has been used in maintenance; 800 cubic yards being 
used for filling, principally on Walnut Street construction 
between Bacon and Worcester Streets. Only about 200 cubic 
wards of cinders have been used on streets, to keep them pass- 
able during the spring and fall. 

The following lists show, in some detail, the work in this 
Division involving the use of Bituminous materials. In the 
last column the letters L, H, and T refer respectively to Heavy 
Oil, Light Oil, and Tar, the terms light and heavy referring 
to the asphaltic content of the oil.

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A total of 24.61 miles of streets was treated with bitumin- 
ous material this year as compared with 21.31 during 1922. 

In the patching of holes, in all kinds of streets, with bitum- 
inous material mixed with stone, about 300 tons of stone and 
77 bbls. of cold patch compound were used. 

When it is considered that 7 barrels of this material were 
used in surfacing work in various localities, an appreciable 
decrease appears over 1922 despite the great added mileage of 
surface treated and semi-permanent streets requiring patching. 
This decrease in patching should be credited to the attention 
given to the continued application of surface treatments which 
decrease the necessity of patching. 

Street cleaning has been carried on about as in 1922 ex- 
cept that the catch basins have been given more attention as 
regards cleaning, this minimizing stoppage in drains. 

General and Recommendations 

Table 5 seeks to bring out the value of the screening plant 

installed in our gravel pit in 1922. 
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The following Table seeks to indicate in a general way the 
results obtained from expenditures under both Construction and 
Maintenance since the Organization of your Board. The term 
permanent refers to streets with a crushed stone base course of 
three or more inches and a 2% to 3 inch crushed stone wearing 
surface bound with heavy bituminous material, while semi- 
permanent refers to streets with either a good gravel or crushed 
stone surface treated with light or medium bitumens and show- 
ing an ability to stand up under ordinary traffic for several 
seasons with no other work on them than occasional patching 
and bituminous treatments every year or two.

In suggesting street improvements for the year 1924 per- 
mit me to call your special attention to the following, in that 
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seems to me the order of their importance based on locality and 
the condition of their surfaces. 

Union Street, from Burks’ to P. Murphy’s. 

South Avenue, thru its entire length. 

Pond Street, from Pitts Westerly. 

Sawin Street, (Drainage) from Harvard to Highland. 

Cottage Street, from the Arcade to Farwell ? 

Walnut Street, from Bacon to Worcester. 

Worcester Street, thruout its entire length. 

Bacon Street, (Drainage) from Walnut to North Main. 

Park Avenue, thruout its entire length. 

Webster Street, thruout its entire length. 

Since the State and County have intimated their intention 
of co-operating far beyond precedent, it is especially important 
that you be provided with contingent funds to be used on the 
streets in which they have expressed especial interest, namely : 

County Road, North Natick, from Weston Line to Way- 
land Line. 

Glen Street, South Natick, Pleasant Street to Dover Line. 

Speen Street, from Sherborn Line to Framingham Line. 

Hartford Street, from Worcester St. to Framingham Line. 

Would urgently recommend that you make every effort 
to provide yourself with a contingent amount of money ample 
to enable you to co-operate with private parties who have ex- 
pressed their intention of bearing half the expense of construc- 
tive improvements on South Street, South Natick. 

It is to be hoped that your constituents will be sufficiently 
impressed with the result of bituminous treatments to grant 
you a material increase in the appropriation for this purpose. 

Would also recommend the extension of street cleaning 


beyond the limits now generally cleaned, and having this work | 


done at more frequent intervals. 

The purchase of a mechanical pick up device for cleaning 
streets including dead leaves in the fall should be given careful 
consideration in the near future. 


SIDEWALKS AND CURBS 
Construction | 


The Department has constructed during 1923, 2,295 lin. 
ft. of granolithic sidewalk, 230 ft. granolithic curb and set and 
re-set 230 lin. ft. granite curb, all of which was done with 
Department men on a day labor basis. No sidewalks have been 
constructed under contract and none by private parties under 
Department specifications. : | |

Included above is 450 ft. of concrete coping constructed 
on top of the old retaining wall near Willow Bridge, Worcester 
Street which was extended 4.5 ft. into the street for the safety 
of pedestrians. This coping was surmounted by a new fence 
with iron posts set in the concrete. 

Under a special appropriation the Department has repaired 
several thousand ft. of soft sidewalks, extended same about 
1,000 ft. in various localities, constructed granolithic curbs at 
certain corners to preserve established grades and protect 
pedestrians and co-operated with property owners on a fifty 
fifty basis rebuilding sidewalks at driveways to accomodate 
automobiles. 


Maintenance 


Practically all cinder sidewalks were rebuilt with special 
funds as authorized under article 18 as above, only repairs to 
old tar-concrete walks being done with maintenance money. 


Recommendations 


Would recommend that where other than cinder sidewalks 
are to be constructed, nothing but granolithic be considered and 
that granolithic curb be constructed in preference to setting 
granite, since the granolithic walks can be laid for about $2.00 
per square yard giving a much more pleasing and durable walk 
than the tar-concrete, and granolithic curb can be built for less 
than $1.00 per lin. ft. while granite curb will average at least 
$2.00 per lin. ft. ? 

Granolithic curbs should be constructed at various street 
intersections to preserve gutter grades, and much work done in 
repairing gravel and cinder sidewalks throughout the Town. 


BRIDGES, CULVERTS, AND DRAINS 


Construction 


The old structure on Worcester Street known as the “Wil- 
low Bridge” has been replaced by a permanent concrete struc- 
ture, by day labor, thus removing a_ source of annoyance and 
danger to all those using Worcester Street as well as a constant 
expense to the Department. | 

About 4,000 ft. of new main drains and catch basin drains 
have been laid, 1,500 ft. of old drains relaid, these varying in 
size from 6 inch fram tile as blind drains to 20 inch vitrified. 
Twenty new catch basins have been constructed and 6 old catch 
bagins rebuilt in the old or new location. 

All the above work was done either in connection with new 
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street construction or in anticipation of such construction. 

Several old stone and vitrified pipe culverts have been 
replaced by galvanized iron pipe. 

In connection with the Pegan Brook improvement, a com- 
plete survey has been made and existing profile revised from 
Sherman Street to the source of the brook on the north side of 
East Central Street about 1,200 ft. east of Mansfield Street. 
Some work has been done on the brook and will be continued 
immediately the water dries up. ; 

The wearing surfaces of four bridges over the B. & A. R. 
R. namely; Boden Lane, Mill Street, Speen Street., and Main 
Street have been renewed with spruce plank, treated with a 
thin coating of a hydro-asphaltic preparation which it is hoped 
will both preserve and protect them for several years with 
minimum repairs. 


Maintenance 


Much of the above work as such really comes under main- 
tenance but as it was done for the most part with funds special- 
ly appropriated, it seemed best to treat it as construction. 

All main drains and catch basin drains have been thorough- 
ly cleaned and are in good working condition. 


Recommendations 


The B. & A. R. R. anticipates extensive repairs on the 
Washington Avenue, Spring Stteet, Washington Street, and 
Marion Street bridges during the coming year and it is im- 
perative that funds will be provided to enable the Department 
to co-operate with them in renewing the old wearing surfaces. 

The so-called “Sunkaway Bridge’ on Worcester Street 
just East of Natick Junction:is in such a state of collapse that 
it would be poor business economy to spend more money on | 
repairs. Would suggest that a permanent concrete structure be 
built in its place. 


SNOW AND ICE 


During the winter an effort was made to keep all streets 
broken for vehicular as well as pedestrian traffic which effort 
was in the main successful despite the abnormal amount of 
snow which fell. Your constituents are of course the best 
judges of the success of our efforts but it can be truthfully 
said that conditions were far better than in most towns and 
even large cities and at a cost much less than in any town*or 
city comparable with yours. 
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Since you now have four motor driven plows as against 
three last winter and hope to be able to add one more during 
the coming year you should be able to successfully cope with 
almost any condition which may arise. 


PLANT AND EQUIPMENT 


There was added to your equipment during the last year, 
a scarifier attachment on old roller, a ten ton road roller with 
scearifier attachment, two new horses, a 3% ton truck, a Fordson 
tractor and a concrete mixer. 

It is to be hoped that you will be provided with sufficient 
funds to purchase a combination road machine and snow plow 
to be operated with your Fordson tractor, and a 3% ton truck, 

Housing facilities for plant, tools, and equipment have 
already been discussed under a general heading. 


GENERAL 


The working fund suggested by your Superintendent two 
years ago and provided by the Town for use in the prosecution 
of work of a semi-public character in co-operation with private 
parties and to be returned to the Town each year, has been 
administered in such a way as to show a netprofit as shown by 
the financial report so that it would seem good business to con- 
tinue this policy. 


ADMINISTRATION 


The Town map has been completed and 6 wall maps on a 
scale of 400 ft. to one inch for as many Departments, together 
with 50 pocket size folding maps on a scale of 800 ft to one 
inch, will be available for distribution by the first of March, 
1924. 7

Though less houses have been connected with the system 
than in 1922 the number has been above the average for the 
past few years. 

The following tabulated data gives existing condition in 
this branch. A thorough inspection and study of these condi- 
tions has been made during 1923 so that the data is complete 
and reliable.

There have been 6 stoppages during the year all due to 
roots of trees entering and filling the pipes. A joint compound 
is now being used exclusively both in connections and main 
sewers which will minimize if not entirely prevent stoppages.

Only those portions of the system with flat grades have 
been flushed. . 

Infiltration of ground water into the system both in mains 
and house connections has been clearly demonstrated by the 
excessive pumpage during certain seasons but its amount has 
been roughly estimated until the past year during which a study 
has been made of this matter. Complete data regarding this 
important subject will be found under “Pumping Station”. 

The use of a joint compound in place of cement adopted 
during the past year will, it is confidently believed, minimize 
this evil in future extensions and house connections. 


PUMPING STATION 


The new 3 mil. gal. electrically driven centrifugal pumping 
unit installation was completed in January, 1923, but failure 
to meet full requirements after several months trial necessitated 
changes which were not completed until November, 1923. ‘The 
official test was conducted in December, 1923, and while a com- 
plete report has not been made by your engineers a study of 
the data by your Superintendent indicates that the unit will 
exceed specifications by a comfortabe margin. 

The old 4 million gallon steam driven centrifugal unit has 
been completely overhauled and is without doubt giving results 
equal to those given when it was first installed. The last state- 
ment naturally lacks definiteness as there was no practical 
means of accurately determining pump performance from time 
to time prior to the installation of the Venturi meter in the 
force main. 

The 2 million gallon Vertical pump, due to its great ineffi- 
ciency has for a long time been used solely for the removal of 
sludge which clogged the steam driven centrifugal but since 
the new pump is so constructed that it does this work perfectly 
there has been no use for the old Vertical pump which has 
been recently junked. : 

The gate controlling gallery No. 1 (nearest the B. & A. 
tracks) has been repaired and those of No. 2 and No. 3 will be 
repaired during the coming summer. This is especially neces- 
sary as a precaution in case considerable leaks of ground or lake

water into these reservoirs should develop, in which case either 
reservoir could be. isolated until repaired. A leak in No. 1 
sufficiently large to admit three or four cubic yards of sand 
during a season was repaired by a patent waterproofing process 
applied over about 200 sq. ft. of area. It may be desirable 
to continue this work over the entire floor and possibly on the 
walls for 5 or 6 ft. above the floor. Bit 

A sixteen per cent decrease in sewage pumped in 1923 over 
1922 is doubtless not actual but due to the fact that previously 
the amount has been arrived at by methods not far removed 
from guessing “whereas in 1923 the amount, except for the 
first three weeks in January, was determined accurately by the 
Venturi Meter installed the latter part of 1922. 

The value of the Venturi meter is clearly demonstrated in 
the following table which contains data, never before obtain- 
able, demonstrating within a reasonable degree of accuracy 
the extent of ground water leakage into your system. It should 
be stated that the figures given for the Water Station pumpage, 
while n ot absolutely accurate, are very reliable due to the con- 
dition and type of the pump and the character of the material 
pumped, namely, clean water. 

In Table 1 the month of October is chosen as a standard, 
as the sewage pumped is the lowest percentage of water pumped. 
It is assumed that there was no leakage into the system during 
October, hence, the percentage of water pumped to sewage 
pumped (55 per cent) is used asja standard.

Would suggest that, in view of the fact that during 1923 
the cost of coal for heating the Station was $384.00 in excess 
of coal used for pumping, y ou consider the installation of some 
type of heating plant for the Station or that the steam unit be 
used exclusively during the winter months. 

During 1923 the average cost of pumping 1 million gals. 
was: With coal, $13.10. With Electric Current, $11.89. 

This is not a fair comparison however as coal was used 
only about six per cent of the time and involved the use of the 
inefficient 2 million gal. plunger pump while the steam centri- 
fugal was not in commission. 

The cost of pumping 1 million gallons with coal rad be 7 
was $9.91 but as pumpage had to be estimated, these figures are 
not reliable and it will take another year to determine the rela- 
tive cost of pumping with coal and electric current. 

Table 2 following seeks to convey in more or less detail, 
information regarding the operation of the pumping station. 
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FORCE MAIN 


A break occurred in the force main this year for the first 
time since its installation as far as can be learned. The break 
was unusual for cast iron pipe with no external forces acting, 
being a longitudinal crack between joints. 

The only gate in this line is one placed in 1922 just beyond 
the Venturi meter from the station wall and it would seem 
‘very desirable though not urgent to inset several gates. 
FILTRATION AREA 


The usual cleaning and renovating of the beds has been 
carried on. ‘The removal of loamy material from one of the 
beds in 1922 has proved to be an excellent investment, greatly 
increasing its capacity. | 


GENERAL 


Considerable time and effort has been given during the, 
past year looking to the collection of the $4,000.00 in back 
bills mentioned in last year’s report as appearing on the old 
‘Sewer Department books. Over $600.00 in cash has been col- 
lected on these accounts from about twenty-five per cent of 
those involved. Each case has been handled separately on its 
merits by your Board.

PUMPING STATION 


One year’s experience has shown the fuel cost of pumping 
one million gallons with coal to have been $9.12 as against 
$9.84 with fuel oil but the greatest contributing cause of this is 
the fact that, while coal fluctuated throughout the year, our 
being equipped for burning oil enabled us to take advantage 
of a low coal market, while fuel oil varied very little throughout 
the year, remaining relatively high and not following the fluct- 
uation in the soft coal market. 


However, one incidental of pumping cost alone, namely, 
labor atethe station easily made up more than the fuel difference 
in direct pumping costs. This was so obvious that you were 
justified in your decision to equip boiler No. 2 for oil burning 
which work is in progress and will be completed early in January 
of next year. This work is being done without extra cost if 
not at a saving as the brickwork under this boiler was in such 
a condition as to require rebuilding. | 


The low tension electric line operating the device by means 
of which depth of water in the reservoir may be known at the 
station has given excellent results since its renewal in 1922 
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from Marion Street to the Station. This year that portion 
from Marion Street to the Reservoir has been rebuilt by ex- 
perienced men and the balance gone over and touched up thor- 
oughly so that it should give no material trouble for several 
years. 

Again, the reliable performance of the 3 million gallon 
Vertical Cross-Compound pumping engine has enabled us to 
avoid the use of the old Blake pump which has been removed 
under contract for the installation of a new 4 million gallon 
steam driven centrifugal pumping unit, which should be ready 
for use by the:middle of March, 1924. 

The Venturi meter tube has been installed in the force 
main outside the station, the recording device is on the ground 
and should be working by the last of February. 
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FORCE MAIN AND RESERVOIR 


No work has been required on the force main as such ex- 
cept changes involved in the insertion of the Venturi meter. 
tube mentioned under “Pumping Station.” ‘The force main was 
tapped in private land about 400 it. from the reservoir for a 
12 inch line to Union Street opposite the Morse Hospital en- 
trance. 

Under your order all gates in lines joining the force main 
with the distribution system have been opened permanently 
with no disastrous effects to the distribution system and with 
excellent results in hydrant delivery as shown by “Fire Flow 
Tests” recently conducted by the New England Fire Exchange. 

The reservoir shows no structural weakness and is so clean 
as to preclude the necessity of cleaning for a long time to come. 


DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM 


The extension of 2 inch and smaller lines, made on a> 
guarantee basis involving the payment of a nominal interest 
on the investment, in addition to payment for water on the 
regular metered basis including the minimum charge, has shown 
less than half the activity of 1922; this is gratifying as this work , 
adds nothing to your system as such, is becoming more and more 
complicated from a book-keeping stand point and results in 
endless controversy and misunderstandings with your customers. 

Table 3 accompanying this report gives detailed informa- 
tion of the construction activities of this Division during the 
year while the financial report gives total costs. 

The 10 inch cast iron line replacing the cement lined main 
in the Morse Hospital grounds, laid by your Department and 
paid for by the Hospital, is not included in Table 3. 

Unit costs including stock, material, labor, all appurten- 
ances involved, short connections with existing lines at inter- 
sections, and necessary service connections are as follows:

According to the approximate records of the old Water 
Department, affected by such changes as have taken place since 
the inception of the Public Works Department, you have 12.00 
miles of mains from 34 inch to 2 inches and 48.93 miles from 4 
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inches to 18 inches of which latter about 31.0 or 63 per cent are 
cement lined, varying in age from 50 to 25 years, over 80 per 
cent having been in service over 30 years. ‘This condition pre- 
sents great risk especially from a fire hazard standpoint as will 
be seen from the number of breaks during the current year. 

Breaks, on cement lined mains, numbering 17 have cost in 
aggregate about $850. which money would lay 400 lin. ft. of 
6 inch Cast Iron main. The cost of these breaks per mile of 
Cement Lined mains in use was $27.40. Leaks on Cast Iron 
mains have numbered 4 aggregating in cost $60. or $1.25 per 
mile of Cast Iron mains in use. All of these leaks were at 
joints. 

Would recommend replacements and extensions in Hayes 
and Lincoln Streets from South Avenue Southerly, in Main 
Street, Summer Street, Washington Avenue, Maple Street, and 
Pond Street f rom South Main to High Street; all as a part of 
a plan to encircle the fire hazard district with a Cast Iron line 
adequate in size to insure ample fire protection for many years. 
Would also recommend replacing the 50 year old 10 inch Ce- 
ment Lined main in Union Street with a Cast Iron main of a 
size ample to supply the future needs of South Natick, the work 
to be begun at Eliot Square and continued Northerly as rapidly 
as the finances of the Town will permit. 


HYDRANTS 


While reference to Table 2 gives general information re- 
garding Hydrants both new and abandoned, it might be well to 
go into a little more detail for the benefit of the Fire Dept. 

Additional Hydrants have been installed: 1 on Vermont 
Avenue about 150 ft. South of Worcester Street, 1 on Pitts 
Street about 20 ft. North of Atherton, 2 on High Street about 
20 ft. South of Pond Street and 100 ft. South of Atherton 
Street respectively, 1 on Oak Knoll, so called, about 300 it. 
West of North Main Street, 2 on Oak Street about 360 ft. 
North of Worcester St. and about 100 ft. South of Border 
Road respectively, 1 on Middlesex Avenue about 300 ft. West 
of Main Street and 3 in the Morse Hospital grounds, located 
respectively about 100 ft. East of the S. E. corner of the mater- 
nity ward, about 100 ft. N. W. of the entrance to the main 
building, and. half way between the main building and the 
nurses’ home. 

One Hydrant has been discontinued, namely, at the N. W. 
corner of Pond and High Streets. 

Old Hydrants have been replaced by new without change 
in location in one case.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Annual Town Meeting of Natick, Mass., March, 1924: 


The Town Planning Board respectfully submits its seventh 
annual report for the year 1923. 


ORGANIZATION AND ACTIVITIES 


The organization of the board has remained the same as 
last year— ; 
Horace B. Gale, Chairman Miss Mabel F. Burleigh 
George F. Whitney, Secretary William F,, Daniels 
Ernest T. Wilson 


Five regular meetings weré held, besides which field ex- 
aminations were made of the territory in the Northeastern and 
‘Western parts of the town where plans for future highways 
were called for, and numerous conferences were had with the 
engineer who made the surveys and laid out the work. ‘The 
board also held one conference with the State Consultant on 
Town Planning, Mr. E. T. Hartman. The chairman and sec- 
retary have attended 3 hearings at the state house on matters 
of interest to the town—one Feb. 28th before the Public Utility 
Commission on the question of a railroad station for West 
Natick, and two before the Commissioners of Public Works— 
May 18th on applications for billboard locations in Natick (rione 
of which were granted) and Aug. 22nd on proposed new state 
billboard regulations. ‘The chairman attended the annual con- 
ference of Massachusetts planning boards called by Gov. Cox 
at Springfield on Oct. 4th and 5th, and was then elected for a 
third term as president of the Mass. Federation of Planning 
Boards. The board also has co-operated with the special com- 
mittee appointed by the Natick Lodge of Elks to investigate 
and report to that body upon needed improvements and facili- 
ties for athletic games at the Coolidge playground. 


PROVISION FOR GROWTHSOF EAST NATICK 
It was voted under Article 46 of the warrant at the March 
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town meeting to authorize the Planning Board to make a survey 
and plan for future-development of the northeastern section of 
Natick, including the villages known as Wellesley Park, 
Wellesley Oaks and Morse’s Pond Grove, especially with 
reference to suitable location for new streets or highways, and 
to report thereon at the next annual town meeting. Your board 
has devoted considerable study to this problem and has em- 
ployed Engineer Edward H. Howard of Framingham to make 
the necessary surveys and plans. 

On the maps here presented the full black lines show the 
existing streets, including those laid out and built upon, but not 
yet accepted by the town; and the broken lines indicate pro- 
posed locations for future highways, to be built from time to 
time, whenever required by the prospective growth of the 
region. ‘These highways are planned to furnish main lines 
of communication between different parts of the town and with 
adjoining towns. By referring to these maps parties desiring 
to develop tracts for residence or other purposes can plan their 
local streets so as to connect with the proposed main roads, 
making finally a well ordered village, instead of an aggregation 
of short unrelated streets leading nowhere, which is the fre- 
quent result of development unregulated by a general plan. 

We believe most of the people of Natick will be surprised, 
as your board was, at the extent of the undeveloped land in 
this northeastern corner of the town. ‘The part north of Wor- 
cester Street and east of North Main Street alone comprises a 
tract of 1450 acres extending to the boundaries of Wayland 
and Weston, with no good roads and only a few scattered 
houses, except the little settlement on the eastern border called 
Wellesley Park. On the south~side of Worcester Street and 
east of Walnut Street there are over 500 acres equally un- 


settled, separating the center of the town from the villages of | 


Wellesley Oaks and Morse’s Pond Grove. 

To show all this territory together would make a map of 
unwieldy size for folding into this book; therefore the part 
south of Worcester Street is shown on one sheet and that north 
of Worcester Street on another. The maps are on the same 
scale as those of West Natick and Nebraska Plains in our re- 
ports for 1919 and 1920, and can be joined to those to make a 
complete road plan for the town north of Central Street. 

The map of the district south of Worcester Street shows 
in full black lines the existing net work of short streets in 
Morse’s Pond Grove; but there is now no direct highway con- 
necting them with the middle of the town. The shortest route 
by existing roads from the center of Morse’s Pond Grove to 
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Natick Common is around by Worcester and Walnut Streets, a 
distance of two and a half miles. The residents of East Natick 
need a more direct route to the center of the town, which would 
make it at least as easy for them to come here as to go to 
Wellesley. 

This can be provided by widening and extending the road 
that now runs into Morse’s Pond Grove from Worcester Street, 
near the Wellesley line. It is now called Grove Street ; but, be- 
fore being accepted, the name should be changed to distinguish 
it from the older street of the same name. We have proposed 
to call it East Grove Road. The broken lines show how it can 
be extended southwesterly to meet an extension of North 
Avenue eastward from Marion Street. When any part of this 
road is laid out for acceptance it should be made 50 feet wide, 
to adapt it for a future thorofare. It will make a short cut 
from Worcester Street at the Wellesley line through Morse’s 
Pond Grove, and, by way of Marion Street bridge, to East 
Central Street and Natick Common. We believe the opening 
of this road would lead to the development of building all along 
the line that soon would make it.a paying investment. 

Unfortunately a crook must be matle in North Avenue 
extension at Marion Street to avoid a house which now blocks 
the end of North Avenue; but there will probably be an oppor- 
tunity sometime to straighten this out. There are quite a num- 
ber of such cases in Natick, which earlier planning, such as we 
are now doing, might have avoided. 

In connection with this part of the plan we call attention 
to a proposed straightening of some undesirable curves in Oak 
and Bacon Streets, and to a site for a future bridge over the 
railroad at the deep rock cut about half way between the cross- 
ings at Marion and Bacon Streets. There is now no way to 
cross the tracks between these two points, which are considerably 
over a mile apart by the road. 

It is impracticable in this report to discuss in detail the 
reasons for the location of every proposed road and feature of 
the plans, which have been determined by the configuration of 
the ground as well as by the aim to provide convenient lines of 
communication between centers and connections with existing 
streets. 

The possible avenues of approach to the center of Natick 
from the east and west are limited by the ponds and lakes on 
the borders of the town to only two roads from the east, Wor- 
cester Street and East Central Street, and three from the west, 
Worcester Street, West Central Street and Pond Street. A 
good road system should provide convenient diagonal thoro- 
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fares connecting with these important gateways, and this feature 


has been kept in mind in our earlier plans for West Natick as 


well as in the present scheme. 
In the map of the region north of Worcester Street it was 


necessary to cut off the extreme northeastern corner of the. 


town which projects up in wedge shape between Wayland and 
Weston, and show it detached on the right. ; 

The. actual laying out and construction of many of these 
proposed highways is of course far in the future. The work 
will necessarily be done piece meal. Any alterations in the 
plan that seem to be desirable can be made at any time by vote 
of the town. Meanwhile the present maps will serve as a guide 
for laying out new tracts in a way that will fit into an orderly 
scheme of development. 


POND STREET EXTENSION 


Art. 44 of the warrant, “to see what action the town will 
take in regard to building a new street from the intersection of 
Pond and Speen Streets westerly to connect with West Central 


Street at a point near Boden Lane,“ was referred to the Plan-- 


ning Board for investigation and report. 

Pond Street is one of the three possible western gateways 
of Natick that has never been opened through to the Framing- 
ham line. All the traffic between these two centers is nor 
forced on to West Central Street, and it is a question only of 
time when the extension of Pond Street westward to Framing- 
ham will be called for. It is clear that before laying out new 
streets in this section, the problem of future highways for the 
region as a whole should be studied, and a general plan adopted 
as a guide for local improvements. 

We present such a plan in the accompanying map of the 
portion of Natick west of Speen Street and south of the B. & A. 


Railroad, showing existing roads by full lines and proposed | 


locations for future highways by broken lines. This map should 
be considered in connection with the plan for the section of 
West Natick, north of the railroad, presented in our report 
for 1919, the southern part of which is repeated on this map. — 
If it should be decided to lay out a street such as called for 
by Article 44 of the warrant of 1923, it should follow the line 
of the proposed extension of Pond Street as shown on the map, 
carrying the full width of that street to the junction with an ex- 
tension of Boden Lane, which should be made 50 feet wide. 


PUBLIC WORK AND THE BETTERMENT LAW 


Referring to the construction and improvement of streets 
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and other municipal work, your board begs to call attention 
again and to emphasize the recommendation we have made in 
several reports, namely: that the Town of Natick should take 
advantage of the Betterment Law. By its application other 
progressive communities have found it practicable to carry out 
extensive public improvements with comparatively little expense 
to their tax payers. 

This is Chapter 80 of the General Laws, which supersedes 
former laws on the subject and provides substantially as fol- 
lows : . 

Section 1. Whenever a limited area receives benefit or 
advantage, other than the general advantage to the com- 
munity, from a public improvement made in accordance 
with a formal order of a board of officers of a town; and 
such order states that betterments are to be assessed for 
the improvement, such board shall within six months after 
the completion of the work determine the value of such benefit 
to the land within such area and assess upon each parcel thereof 
a proportionate share of the cost of such improvement, and shall 
include in such cost all damages awarded therefor under Chap- 
ter 79; but no such assessment shall exceed the amount of such 
adjudged benefit or advantage. 

Other important provisions of the law are—(Section 2) 
that the order for the work, accompanied by a plan of the area 
affected and an estimate of all betterments to be assessed, shall 
be recorded within thirty days of the adoption of the order in 
the registry of deeds of the county; and (Section 4) that within 
a reasonable time the board shall commit their list of assess- 
ments upon the land to the collector of taxes, who shall have the 
same powers and duties with respect to such assessments as in 
the case of annual taxes ipon real estate. 

Making use of this law, which requires private property 
specially benefitted by any local improvement to bear a share 
of the cost proportional to the benefit received, will save money 
on much of our public work and will enable the town to under- 
take many desirable improvements that otherwise it could not 
afford. Ako | | | 

Natick has never availed itself of this law, except in the 
single case of improvements made by the Planning Board on 


Pegan Brook in 1921, and the Board of Public Works probably 


would hesitate to: set a’ new precedent by doing so without 
specific authorization ‘fromthe town meeting. ‘Therefore we 
suggest that ineach recommendation to the town meeting by 
the Advisory Committee for.the acceptance or construction of a 
street or foram ‘appropriation for: any public improvement on 
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which a saving can be made by the assessment of betterments, 
it be stated that the work is to be done according to the pro- 
visions of the betterment law. This will not change the amount 
of the appropriation required, but will secure the return to the 
town later of a considerable percentage, perhaps all in some 
cases, of the money expended, with corresponding reduction of 
the taxes. 


MODERN STANDARDS FOR STREETS 


The monopoly of the streets by motor cars and trucks has 
required the adoption of many new standards in road planning 
and construction to make our public ways safe and serviceable 
for vehicles and pedestrians. - Not only is it necessary to have 
more substantial and wear-resisting road-beds, but also greater 
width in many cases between curbs, higher and stronger curbs, 
and especially more rounded street corners. As a rule all new 
streets should be laid out with corners at intersections rounded 
on a radius not less than fifteen feet. ‘This rule is now standard 
practice in many neighboring towns, for example, in Wellesley, 
and should be adopted in Natick. We have applied it to the 
proposed roads shown on our maps. A curve of this radius 
joining the boundary lines, with a corresponding rounding off 
at the edge of the sidewalk, will permit a motor car to turn a 
corner without swinging out into the path of the oppositely 
moving traffic. No square corners of sidewalks should be 
permitted; and those now existing should be rounded off as 
soon and as much as is practicable. 

Sidewalk curbs, except at crossings, should be not less 
than eighteen inches high. This will prevent runaway cars 


from climbing onto the sidewalks, which has caused a great 


many serious accidents, 

Streets that are liable to be extended in length so as to 
become thorofares, or to form connecting links for the main 
travel between other thorofares, should be laid out not less than 
fifty feet in width; and frequently, as in business streets or 
where extensive parking or trolley tracks may have to be pro- 
vided for, should be much’ wider. Natick’s Main Street in the 
center of the town is one-hundred feet wide, and hardly wide 
enough on busy Saturday nights. Residence streets not liable 
to be far extended or for any reason to become thorofares, 
should as a rule be forty feet wide, with a set-back of fifteen 
feet on each side to building lines, which should be included in 
the original street layout. This will provide plenty of space 
for air and light between future rows of buildings, and prevent 
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the spoiling of a good looking street by some individual builder 


encroaching to the sidewalk. 


TRAFFIC CONTROL WHERE STREETS CROSS 


The main difficulty of controlling motor traffic is at the 
junctions, or crossings, of streets. If the streets are laid out— 
as was common before the day of the motor car—simply cross- 
ing each other at right angles, the crossing of two busy motor 
roads is always full of trouble. A crossing of this kind re- 
quires a traffic officer, who stops all travel on each road while it 
passes on the other, thus cutting down the traffic capacity, or 
efficiency, of both roads fifty per cent. ‘The area at the cross- 
ing has to do double duty, and a street is like a water pipe, it 
cannot convey more than it can discharge. The real remedy 
for the trouble is evidently to increase the area where the flow 
is choked. 

If we lay out our street crossings so as to allow double the 
space where the streams of traffic meet, and so that all drivers 
are automatically obliged to run at a reasonably slow speed and 
turn out to the right, it will go far to solve the safety problem 
and will nearly double the traffic carrying capacity of the streets. 
This can be done by adopting an idea that has been applied in 
many places in former years with the object of beauty, rather 
than of safety or efficiency, notably so for instance in the city 
of Washington. This is the use of the circle, which in its 
modern application might be called the safety circle. We have 
applied this principle in planning the crossings of proposed main 
highways shown on the maps already referred to. 

To get the best results, it is necessary to round off all the 
corners of the intersecting streets enough to allow room for a 
circular park or garden space in the center, preferably not less 
in diameter than the street width between curbs, and having a 
driveway around it also not less than this width. This central 
park or “island” should be surrounded by a curb and planted 
with shrubbery, so as to be a conspicuous object, and should of 
course be well lighted at night. 

With a crossing of this kind drivers cannot run through at 
high speed, but must slow down enough to permit turning to the ' 
right around the central obstruction. The lines of traffic do 
not actually cross each other, but are compelled to flow in the 
same direction around the circle, each driver turning out at the 
street he wishes to follow. This fact and the enforced slowing 
down of speed promotes safety and continuous flow of traffic. 
The need of keeping an officer constantly on duty at such a 
crossing is avoided. 
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IMPROVING NATICK’S TRAFFIC CENTER 


The accompanying sketch shows how the idea of the safety 
circle might be applied to Natick’s most busy crossing at Main 
and Central Streets. The curb lines at the corners of the 
streets are here shown as they are, but more width for the 
traffic lanes could be obtained easily by further rounding them 
off. The central gafden spot as shown is 36 feet in diameter, 
and would furnish an excellent site for a memorial, such as a 
statue of Henry Wilson, or for the flag pole to be erected in 
memory of the heroes of the Spanish War. A flag flying in 
this place would be seen by those approaching the town from 
all points of the compass. 

The sketch shows also a widening of South Main Street 
along the west side of the Common, obtained by removing the 
present sidewalk in the street and substituting a walk inside the 
present Common limits. The objection to this plan is the neces- 
sary removal of a row of seven-elm trees. The street will 
have to be widened and the elms will have to come down some 
time, and when they do, others inside the Common nearby will 
still furnish shade for the new sidewalk. 


BUILDING REGULATIONS 


During the year your board has given some consideration 
to revising the building regulations of the town. To make these 
conform to modern standards requires dividing the map of the 
entire town into building’ districts, prescribing the limits of 
size, classes of construction and of uses of buildings in each 
district, establishing a system of permits and providing ‘for a 
building inspector to be appointed for an indefinite term under 
proper qualifications. Bes fig 

It is important that this work should be done as soon as | 
possible, but more important that it should be done as well as 
possible. ‘The law requires extensive printing and advertising 
of such regulations, which means considerable expense, and it is 
desirable not to have to make changes involving a repetition of 
this cost, and trouble to all parties concerned. Modern build- 
ing laws adopted by different municipalities in Massachusetts 
range in bulk from less than 10,000 words to more than 100,000. 
We want Natick’s code to come within the 10,000-word class 
and yet cover everything necessary for the safety and’ welfare 
of our people. RARE, ONE 0 CRS 

- The chairman of the Housing Committee of the National 
Association-of Real Estate Boards’recently said, “The Housing 
Committee has repeatedly pointed out the great waste caused by 
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poor building ordinances, which call for the use of much un- 
necessary material, or particular forms of construction which 
are really not vital to safety, sanitation or comfort.” This 
argues for greater simplicity and uniformity in building codes. 

One feature that makes for simplicity is the inclusion in a 
single code of regulations for the size, construction and use of 
of buildings—the latter being what are commonly called “zon- 
ing’ regulations. A year ago only six municipalities in this 
state had adopted building laws providing for zoning according 
to use of buildings. Now double that number are zoned, about 
thirty are reported at work on zoning plans and many more are 
seeking appropriations and carrying on publicity work prepara- 
tory to zoning. Massachusetts began late in this work, but it 
is now going forward here with constantly increasing momen- 
tum. 

A movement is now on foot looking to the revision of the 
building regulations of the Mass. District Police. The Build- 
ing Inspection Division of the Department of Public Safety 
has requested the appointment of an Advisory Committee of 
the Boston Society of Architects and the Affiliated Technical 
Societies to meet with the Division for that purpose. It is of 
course desirable that our local code shall be consistent with such 
revision. 

Accompanying and forming part of the building regulations 
is required a map of the town, showing the boundaries of the 
different fire and use districts.' For this we propose to make 
use of the map now in preparation by the Board of Public 
Works, showing the existing streets, to which we should add, 
in dotted lines, all the proposed streets mapped in our several 
reports, and the other necessary features. We believe that by 
employing on this work an engineer who has had experience on 
zoning maps of neighboring towns, and availing ourselves of 
the assistance of the new State Consultant in Town Planning 
and of the practical knowledge of building of a member of our 
board, we can prepare a satisfactory building and zoning law 
for Natick at much less than the usual cost, probably in the 
neighborhood of $1,000. 

If the town desires to have this work done, we should ask 
for an appropriation of that amount; or, if the Advisory Com- 
mittee so recommend, of $1,500., to allow a margin, all un- 
expended balance to be returned to the treasury. 


BILL-BOARD REGULATIONS 


The by-law adopted by the town in 1922 for restricting bill- 
board advertising in Natick is not yet in effect, being held up, 
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with similar by-laws of other towns, because the State Com- 
missioners of Public Works have not approved them. The 
Massachusetts Federation of Planning Boards introduced a 
bill in the Legislature of 1923, which would give cities and 
towns the right to make local regulations for bill-boards, the 
same as they can for buildings and other structures, without 
the approval of any state commission. This bill passed the 
House of Representatives, but in the Senate was referred to the 
next annual session, on the ground that the newly appointed 
Commissioner of Public Works, William F. Williams, should 
be given time to establish revised rules for the state. No such 
rules have been brought forth at the date of this report, and 
whether or not any are adopted, the Federation probably will 
make another effort to have its bill enacted at the session of 
1924. It is advisable for the towns to await the outcome of this 
effort before taking further action. 

There is yet no visible improvement in the state at large as 
a result of the long contest with the bill-board interests, begun 
by your planning board in 1917 and since carried on by the State 
Federation ; but we are glad to report a little visible progress 
at home. Our efforts to abolish certain specially obnoxious 
bill-boards, complained of by residents and illustrated in our 
report for 1921, have at last met with success, but from an 
unexpected quarter. It was not from the State Commissioners 
of Public Works, to whom we presented the petition of the 
Selectmen and other citizens for the removal of those boards 


in 1921 and again in 1922, that relief came. They have turned 


a deaf ear to all our appeals ; but it was the owner of the boards 
who finally saw the reasonableness of our plea, generously 


_ offered to take them down, and did so; and we hereby present 


our acknowledgments, in behalf of the town, to John Donnelly 
& Sons of Boston. 

With this exception the bill-board situation in Natick is 
unchanged. ‘The Selectmen have consistently filed objections to 
granting permits for new boards not conforming to the rules 
adopted by the town, and no such permits have been issued. 
Some of the advertising companies have withdrawn their appli- 
cations, with a view of amending them ta comply with the town 
regulations. Meanwhile the state authorities allow all the old 
bill-boards to stand without permits.

The Librarian has shown us conclusively that the larger use of 
the Library and its increased service to the people of the town demand 
additional full-time assistance. 

We are accordingly asking for another full-time assistant at $900. 
There would, of course, be a reduction in the amount needed for part- 
time assistants, which last year was over $1200. This year we ask $770. 

The $70 for the messenger for East Natick is needed, in the, 
judgment of the Librarian, to increase the efficiency of the service to. 
that growing section. 

The usual amount for printing and binding is wholly inadequate. 
We were obliged this year to use over $200 from the income from the 
General Book and Wilson Funds for this purpose. The money is im- 
peratively needed for the purchase of new books. 

The Magazine and Periodical appropriation should be made the 
same as last year, $250. We expended that amount, but could only use 
$159 of it without overdrawing the gross appropriation of the Town. 
We were again obliged to use money that should have gone for books,

COMMENT OF MOTH DEPARTMENT 


The reason for the amount asked is that the $3,000 of last year 
was inadequate to do the work. We have in the vicinity of 114 miles 
of highway, with more or less street trees the entire distance, besides 
all the trees we have in all our parks and other town property. Then 
there is the private property. work, the money of which does not go on 
your tax bill, as it reverts back to the town. If a person takes care of 
his place himself he does not want his neighbor’s place left undone, to 
make a breeding place. Part of this work had to be left undone. 

Then also within this amount I propose to take care of the 
brush along the roadsides, formerly done by the Street Department. 
Clean roadsides help out much in moth extermination, and can be done 
more intelligently, wherein if a suitable young tree in the right place 
can be left and properly taken care of for a shade tree. This also will 
enable me to have experienced help through the year and not have to 
let them go, as in past years, and not have an experienced climber when 
emergency arises.
